The  one  hundred  and  fourteenth  General  Court  of  the  PreiiminArj 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  convened  at  the  State  ^'**°  ^' 
House  in  Boston  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  January, 
being  the  fourth  day  thereof,,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  and  of  the  Indepen- 
dence of  the  United  States  of  America  the  one  hundred 
and  seventeenth.  And  the  members-elect  of  the  House 
of  Representatives,  having  assembled  in  the  representa- 
tives' chamber,  were  called  to  order  at  twenty-seven  min- 
utes past  eleven  o'clock  a.m.  by  Mr.  Charles  H.  Nye  of 
Barnstable,  the  senior  member-elect  present. 

By  request  of  the  presiding  officer  prayer  was  offered 
by  Rev.  John  Brown  of  Fall  River,  a  member-elect. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Parkhurst  of  Clinton,  — 

Ordered^  That  a  committee  of  eight  be  appointed  to  secretary  in. 
inform   the   Secretary  of  the   Commonwealth   that    the  HoMe^bae^^

Messrs.  Parkhurst  of  Clinton,  Garfield  of  Brockton, 
Galloupe  of  Beverly,  Batcheller  of  Sutton,  Crowell  of 
Yarmouth,  Rugg  of  New  Bedford,  Golding  of  Boston  and 
McEvoy  of  Lowell  wei*e  appointed  the  committee. 

Thereupon  the  Secretary  transmitted  to  the  House  a 
list  of  all  [>ersons  returned  as  representatives,  with  the 
original  certificates  of  their  election,  which  had  been 
returned  to  his  office,  and  it  appeared  from  said  returns 
that  there  was  no  choice  of  one  representative  for  the 
Fifth  Essex  Representative  District,  by  reason  of  a  tie 
vote ;  that  said  district  was  entitled  to  two  representa- 
tives, and  that  a  vacancy  existed  in  said  district.

And,  Mr.  Barrett  having  been  elected,  declaration 
was  made  accordingly,  and  the  Speaker  was  conducted 
to  the  chair  by  a  committee  consisting  of  Messrs.  Bennett 
of  Everett  and  Mellen  of  Worcester,  and  spoke  as  foU 
lows :  — 

Gentlemen  :  —  I  need  hardly  say  to  you  that  words 
are  inadequate  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  compli- 
ment you  have  conferred  upon  me. 

Thus  to  be  chosen  speaker  for  five  consecutive  years  is 
an  honor  not  bestowed  by  this  House  for  more  than  half 
a  century,  and  not  since  any  member  now  on  this  floor 
has  been  active  in  the  public  affairs  of  the  State. 

We  are  met  for  what  pronnses  to  be  one  of  the  most 
important  sessions  of  the  decade.

In  response  to  a  demand  for  a  shortening  of  the  length 
of  the  session  a  committee  was  appointed  by  the  last  Leg- 
islature whose  report  will  soon  be  submitted  to  you.  If 
the  recommendations  made  in  it  shall  be  adopted  by  you, 
and  result  in  the  object  hoped  for,  a  great  gain  in  many 
ways  will  result. 

If,  in  addition,  some  change  is  made  enabling  the 
people  to  understand  more  accurately  what  is  in  progress 
of  legislation  here,  in  its  various  stages,  their  expressions 
concerning  pending  matters  can  be  more  readily  rendered 
to  their  representatives.  A  full  popular  knowledge  of 
legislation  in  its  various  stages  is  the  surest  safeguard 
that  it  will  be  acceptable. 

The  departures  that  Massachusetts  has  made  during  the 
past  generation  in  the  way  of  enacting  laws  for  the  benefit 
of  the  individual,  in  the  face  of  the  great  industrial  com* 
binations  which  have  been  formed,  have  resulted  most 
advantageously. 

Our  State  has  led  in  every  movement  to  protect  and  foster 
the  laboring  classes  by  securing  moderate  hours  of  labor  and 
public  supervision  of  its  conditions.  These  views  have 
been  met  by  honest  expressions  of  fear  lest  they  might  put 
us  at  a  disadvantage  with  other  States  in  the  great  indus- 
trial competition  of  the  times ;  but,  happily,  the  result  has 
shown  the  contrary.  To-day,  with  the  most  liberal  laws 
in  the  nation,  the  relations  between  employers  and  employ- 
ees, the  stability  of  invested  capital,  the  price  of  labor,  the 
comfort  and  thrift  of  our  people  are  not  anywhere  excelled. 

The  increasing  interest  of  all  classes  in  public  affairs 
has  resulted  in  no  lowering  of  public  standards,  and  the 
government  is  steadily  increasing  its  oversight  to  secure 
to  the  individual  those  guarantees  which  are  only  too 
likely  to  be  forgotten  in  the  tremendous  tide  of  material 
prosperity  which  now  sweeps  us  on. 

More  than  federal  laws,  the  enactments  of  the  State  leg- 
islatures affect  the  immediate  conditions  of  our  people. 
Experience  has  shown  that  their  intelligence  and  sobriety 
justify  large  strides  in  the  direction  of  placing  directly  in 
their  hands  many  functions  which  the  statesmanship  of  a 
Wf-century  ago  sought  to  keep  from  them.  The  work- 
ing people  of  our  Commonwealth  are  daily  taking  a  larger 
interest  in  public  questions,  and  the  legislature  of  the 
near  future  must  be  shaped  on  lines  that  will  commend  it 
to  the  thinking  masses. 
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Those  forms  of  legislation  which  will  be  recognized  as 
tending  to  improve  the  surroundings,  the  opportunities 
and  the  conditions  of  self-respecting  people,  and  to  offset 
the  effects  of  the  overcrowding  and  congestion  which 
come  from  our  rapid  concentration  of  population,  are  the 
demands  of  the  hour.  To  secure  for  the  people's  use 
ample  supplies  of  pure  water,  scientific  systems  of  sewer- 
age, cheap  and  efficient  transportation,  thorough  inspec- 
tion of  food  products,  a  wise  restriction  and  regulation  of 
the  sale  of  intoxicants,  the  prevention  of  unhealthy  tene- 
ments and  of  unfit  work  places,  —  these  are  worthy  of 
legislators  desirous  of  improving  the  social  fabric  on 
which  our  institutions  are  based. 

Tariffs  and  currencies  are  all  important  in  their  way, 
but  our  province  is  to  reach  nearer  to  the  individual. 
Massachusetts  has  long  been  foremost  in  many  ways ;  let 
us  remember  that  the  next  great  step  is  to  provide  in 
every  possible  way  that  the  individual  shall  not  be  effaced 
in  the  present  drift  towards  great  industrial  combinations 
and  crowded  populations. 

The  Legislature,  representing  all  the  people,  can  do 
much  by  recognizing  these  broad  principles  in  legislation 
to  forever  postpone  the  unrest  and  irritation  which,  in 
many  great  industrial  centres,  have  led  to  unfortunate 
results. 

We  do  not  meet  to  discuss  policies  involving  foreign  or 
national  questions,  but  the  problems  before  us,  though 
less  striking,  have  much  to  do  with  maintaining  the  con- 
ditions of  living,  which  are  the  foundation  of  true  pros- 
perity.    May  we  solve  them  wisely. 

Let  us  proceed  promptly  to  the  work  which  we  are  met 
to  perform.  There  need  be  no  paitisan  or  personal 
bickerings.  The  Chair  will  extend  to  every  member  full 
courtesy  and  consideration.  It  expects  the  same.  With 
that  spirit  of  kindly  comity  the  work  of  legislation  can  be 
made  one  of  the  pleasantest  experiences  of  a  lifetime. 
With  a  high  sense  of  public  duty  and  a  determination  to 
do  something  for  the  public  good,  it  can  be  made  most 
profitable.

Message  from  the  Governor. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  His  Excel-  SrSoverSor. 
lency  the  Governor :  — 

COMMONWBALTH  OF  MaS«A.0HV8BTTC, 

EzECUTiTE  Dbpartmbmt,  Boston,  Jan.  26, 1893. 
To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  R^resenialives, 

I   Bubmit  for  year  coDsideratioD,  as  I  have  twice  to  your  SagsriDiendent 
predecessors,  the  expediency  of  abolishing  the  office  of  super-  **'  **'*^*>*' 
intendent  of  prisons. 

An  examination  of  the  statutes  relating  to  this  office  shows 
that  its  duties  are  few  and  very  limited,  that  it  has  no  proper 
connection  with  or  relation  to  existing  authorities  in  charge  of 
our  penal  institutions,  and  that  it  involves  an  unnecessary 
expense  of  some  $6,500. 

The  law  of  1887,  chapter  447,  which  abolished  the  system  of 
contract  prison  labor,  created  the  office  of  superintendent  of 
prisons  and  defined  its  duties.  These  were  '^  to  establish  and 
maintain  in  the  state  prison,  reformatories  and  the  houses  of 
correction  in  the  Commonwealth,  such  industries  as  may,  from 
time  to  time,  be  determined  upon  by  him  and  the  warden, 
superintendent  or  master."  Further,  that  he  '*  or  the  warden 
or  master  under  his  supervision  shall  purchase  the  materials  to 
be  used  in  manufacturing,  as  aforesaid,  and  sell  such  manufact- 
ured goods  as  shall  be  produced  in  the  prison,  reformatory  or 
house  of  correction." 

He  was  also  given  power  to  establish  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  employment  of  prisoners,  and  required  to  approve  the 
appointment  and  removal  of  persons  employed  to  superin- 
tend and  instruct  the  prisoners,  as  well  as  the  schedules  for 
bills,  for  tools,  implements  and  materials  purchased,  and  sal- 
aries. He  was  required  to  have  manufactured  as  far  as  may  be 
'^  such  articles  as  are  in  common  use  in  the  several  state  and 
county  institutions,"  and  to  sell  them  to  said  institutions. 

Before  the  expiration  of  a  year  after  the  passage  of  the  law 
of  1887  the  principal  duties  of  the  office  were  abolished  by 
chapter  403,  Acts  of  1888.    His  power  to  establish  Industries 
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was  expressly  repealed  and  given  to  the  heads  of  the  varioiv 
penal  institutions.  His  power  to  purchase  and  sell  was  also 
taken  away  by  the  express  provision  that  '*  said  general  super- 
intendent shall  have  no  authority  to  purchase  or  sell  any  articles 
for  any  institutions."  He  was,  however,  required  to  approve 
estimates  or  requisitions  of  the  heads  of  the  institutions. 

The  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  prisons,  imposed  by  chap- 
ter 337  of  the  Acts  of  1888,  to  approve  ''  all  bills  contracted  by 
the  warden  of  the  State  prison,  the  superintendent  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts reformatory  or  the  superintendent  of  the  reformatory 
prison  for  women  for  the  maintenance  of  said  institutions,"  etc. , 
was,  within  a  year,  by  chapter  294  of  the  Acts  of  1889,  taken 
from  him  and  placed  in  the  board  of  prison  commissioners. 

Meanwhile  the  work  originally  intended  for  the  superintend- 
ent of  prisons  has  been  lessened  also  by  the  substitution  of  the 
piece-price  plan  for  the  State-account  plan  wholly  in  the  reform- 
atory prison  for  women,  and  partly  in  the  Massachusetts 
reformatory,  leaving  the  State  prison  as  the  duly  state  institution 
on  the  latter  plan. 

So  that  an  ofiQce,  created  to  deal  with  one  pait  only  of  prison 
management,  namely,  its  indnstries,  but  in  that  having  certain 
well-defined  but  limited  duties  in  reference  to  their  establish- 
ment, purchase  of  materials,  sale  of  products  and  approval  of 
bills,  has  by  later  legislation  been  deprived  of  the  power  to 
establish  industries,  to  make  purchases  or  sales  or  to  approve 
bills  for  the  maintenance  of  said  institutions. 

Its  remaining  duties  are  few  and  unimportant,  all  of  which 
can  be  and  should  be  performed  by  or  under  the  authority  of 
the  boards  in  charge  of  our  penal  institutions.  The  office  was 
never  in  fact  but  only  in  name  a  superintendent  of  prisons, 
and  now,  in  my  judgment,  has  become  practically  a  sinecure 
which  it  is  neither  necessary  nor  profitable  to  continue. 

In  New  York  the  superintendent  of  prisons,  in  place  of  other 
boards,  has  charge  of  the  whole  prison  system,  with  full  power 
over  the  penal  institutions  and  their  officers,  and  is  himself 
responsible  to  the  governor  alone.  Here  the  superintendent  of 
prisons  has  no  power  whatever  over  our  penal  institutions 
except  for  the  special  purpose  herein  stated,  and  then  with 
limited  and  perfunctory  duties.  Nor  has  he  any  control  of  or 
connection  with  the  boards  in  charge  of  these  institutions. 
The  office,  I  repeat,  "is  independent  of  the  board  of  prison  com- 
missioners and  its  work,  and  seems  to  be  out  of  gear  with  any 
existing  administrative  machinery."  Unless  it  is  deemed  best  to 
follow  the  law  of  New  York,  and  make  the  superintendent  of 
prisons  the  responsible  controlling  power  in  our  prison  system, 
I  recommend  that  the  office  be  abolished. 

The  recommendation  herein  made  meets  with  the  approval, 
I  believe,  of  the  authorities  in  charge  of  our  penal  institutions. 

Appointment  to  the  office  rests  with  the  governor,  and  its 
tenure  is  at  his  discretion. 
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I  am  infonned  and  believe  that  in  the  past  my  recommenda- 
tion for  the  abolition  of  this  office  has  met  with  the  active 
personal  opposition  of  the  saperintendent,  and  that  to  his 
efforts  is  largely  due  the  failure  of  the  recommendation.  In 
my  judgment  the  question  should  be  considered  apart  from  any 
personal  interest  involved.  I  therefore  requested  the  resigna- 
tion of  the  superintendent  of  prisons,  which  he  has  declined  to 
give. 

Under  authority  vested  in  me  by  section  6,  chapter  447  of 
the  Acts  of  1887, 1  have  removed  him  from  his  office,  and,  as  a 
temporary  appointment  only,  have  nominated  in  his  place  a 
member  of  the  board  of  prison  commissioners,  to  perform  the 
necessary  duties  of  the  office  pending  your  action  upon  this 
recommendation .

In  the  full- 
ness of  years,  yet  in  the  midst  of  active  labor,  his  great 
intellectual  power  and  vigor  unabated,  still  in  his  mental 
prime,  yet  with  but  few  survivors  of  his  own  day  and 
generation,  he  has  suddenly  laid  down  his  burden  and 
passed  away. 

Resolvedy  That  the  General  Court  recognizes  and  grate- 
fully appreciates  the  value  of  his  devoted  services  to  the 
Commonwealth  in  its  House  of  Representatives,  in  its 
Senate,  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  and  in  the 
Governor's  chair.  It  recognizes,  and  the  State  ought  to 
remember,  his  never-tiring  interest  and  enthusiasm  in  her 
volunteer  militia,  and  his  service  in  it  in  every  position 
from  the  lowest  to  the  highest.  Valuable  and  worthy  of 
the  highest  commendation  as  was  his  service  in  time  of 
peace,  it  is  far  overshadowed  by  his  services  as  brigadier- 
general  and  major-general  in  the  Union  army.  His 
grateful  fellow-citizens  will  ever  remember  him  as  among 
the  first  to  foresee  and  the  first  to  answer  the  call  to  arms ; 
as  most  indefatigable  and  successful  in  rousing  the 
patriotic  fervor  of  the  people,  in  uniting  and  enlisting 
them  in  the  Union  cause ;  and  as  showing,  from  the  first 
gathering  of  the  war  cloud  till  its  final  dispersion,  an  un- 
flinching, dauntless  courage,  and  a  patriotic  faith  which 
never  faltered. 
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Resolved^  That  the  General  Court  hereby  extends  an 
expression  of  its  sincere  sympathy  to  his  family  in  their 
sorrow,  and  directs  that  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be 
sent  to  them.

All  women  who 
possess  the  qualifications  relating  to  age,  education  and 
residence  required  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth  in  the  case  of  male  voters  (except  paupers 
and  persons  under  guardianship)  shall,  for  the  purpose  of 
voting  on  the  acceptance  of  this  act,  be  entitled  to  be 
registered  in  the  same  manner  and  upon  the  same  terms 
as  men ;  and  all  men  and  women  who  are  duly  registered 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  time  of  said  election  upon 
the  question  of  the  acceptance  of  this  act. 

**  Separate  ballots  shall  be  furnished  by  the  secretary  of 
State  for  the  purpose  of  voting  upon  the  acceptance  of 
this  act,  and  shall  be  in  the  following  form :  Shall  the 
act  entitled  '  An  act  granting  municipal  suffrage  to 
women '  be  accepted  ?    Yes,  (or)  No/' 

After  debate,  the  yeas  and  nays  were  ordered  on  the

Resolution  on  the  Death  of  the  Honorable  James  O, 

Blaine. 

The  announcement  of  the  death  of  James  G.  Blaine, 
at  the  time  a  private  citizen,  but  for  many  years  pi*omineDt 
in  the  councils  of  State  and  nation,  has  touched  the  hearts 
of  the  American  people,  who  for  a  generation  have  looked 
to  him  for  the  expression  and  support  of  broad  principles 
of  statesmanship  calculated  to  secure  our  strength  in  foreign 
relations,  prosperity  and  domestic  good  feehng  at  home. 
Outspoken  and  courageous,  a  man  of  original  conceptions 
and  power  of  execution,  he  has  been  peculiarly  admired 
by  the  masses  of  our  people,  regardless  of  political  lines. 
As  a  fitting  part  of  the  general  expressions  of  regret  and 
grief  at  his  death,  not  paralleled  in  this  generation,  in  the 
case  of  a  private  citizen,  and  in  accordance  with  the  feel- 
ing of  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth  :  — 

Be  it  hereby  resolved^  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Hepre- 

sentatives  in  General  Court  assembled: 

• 

That  in  the  death  of  James  G.  Blaine  the  nation  has 
lost  a  statesman  of  long  and  brilliant  service,  who  filled 
many  posts  of  high  responsibility  not  only  with  devotion 
to  the  public  interest,  but  with  a  constant  appreciation 
of  the  widening  demands  upon  our  statesmanship  made 
necessary  by  the  greater  position  which  the  United 
States  must  assume  in  the  affairs  of  the  world.  Not 
trained   in  arms  or  crowned  with  military  honors,   his 
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career  has  demonstrated  how  mach  can  be  done  by 
peaceful  means  to  extend  our  influence  and  prestige  to 
the  advantage  of  all  our  domestic  interests.  An  ardent 
partisan,  he  demonstrated  amidst  the  responsibilities  of 
official  position  that  fairness  and  liberality  which  make 
men  of  all  political  beliefs  unite  in  paying  honest  tribute 
to  his  memory. 

In  fitting  expression  thereof,  a  copy  of  this  preamble 
and  resolution  is  directed  to  be  spread  upon  the  journal 
of  each  House,  and  one  sent  to  the  family  of  the  deceased, 
to  whom,  in  the  midst  of  multiplied  sorrow,  the  sympathy 
of  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth  is  respectfully  ten- 
dered. 

Pending  the  question  on  the  adoption  of  the  resolution, 
in  concurrence,  the  Honorable  William  £.  Barrett  de- 
livered a  memorial  address,  after  which  the  resolution 
was  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote.

EzBOUTTVE  Dbpabtmemt,  BOSTON,  Feb.  27,  1898. 
To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives, 

I  submit   herewith  for  your  consideration   copies  of  ^j"gjy^J^»_ 
recent  correspondence  I  have  had  with  the  buildins:  com-  uedaeid  loMuie 
mittee  of  the  trustees  of  Medfield  Asylum,  together  with 
a  detailed  report  from  them  at  my  request  in  reference  to 
the  work  under  their  charge,  which  seems  now  to  require 
your  action. 

Chapter  425  of  the  Acts  of  1892,  which  gave  authority 
to  this  committee  to  build  an  asylum  for  the  chronic 
insane,  required  said  asylum  to  be  built  '^  substantially  in 
accordance  with  the  plans,  specifications  and  estimates 
submitted"  by  the  former  commissioners  appointed  in 
1890,  and  furdier  required  ^'  that  the  aggregate  expenses 
and  liabilities  "  for  the  construction  and  equipment  speci- 
fied ''  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  exclusive  of  the  compensation  provided  for  the 
building  committee,"  —  $150,000  .to  be  appropriated  in 
1«92,  $200,000  in  1893  and  $150,000  in  1894. 

It  appears  from  the  report  herewith  submitted  that  the 
construction  required  by  the  statute  cannot  be  completed 
within  the  amount  allowed,  and  that  there  must  be  a  change 
either  of  plans  or  appropriation.  Ascertaining  this  to  be 
the  fact,  I  have  considered  it  my  duty  at  once,  before  con- 
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struction  of  any  of  the  buildings  has  been  commenced,  to 
direct  that  all  work  shall  cease  and  to  submit  the  matter 
to  your  consideration. 

Some  contracts  haye  already  been  made,  but  no  work 
has  been  done  under  them  except  in  reference  to  the  water 
supply.  From  careful  and  detailed  estimates  herewith 
submitted  it  appears  that  the  total  cost  of  the  work  speci- 
fied and  required  by  the  statute  will  be  $700,000. 

The  difference  between  the  original  estimates  made  in 
1890  and  those  now  submitted  is  accounted  for  in  detail 
in  the  accompanying  report,  being  principally  increased 
cost  of  labor  through  shorter  hours  and  higher  wages, 
advance  in  price  of  material,  additions  required  by  State 
inspectors,  architect's  fees,  necessary  grading,  more 
extensive  water  supply  system,  and  underestimates  in 
1890. 

The  law  requires  and  the  plans  contemplate  an  asylum 
upon  the  new  and  approved  plan  of  cottage  buildings  of 
brick  sufficient  for  the  accommodation  of  1,000  patients. 
The  cost  per  patient  upon  this  basis  of  estimates  now  sub- 
mitted wUl  be  $700.  The  average  cost  per  patient  of 
construction  of  the  six  existing  asylums  in  Massachusetts, 
based  upon  their  capacity,  is  $1,492. 

Whether  an  additional  appropriation  shall  be  made,  or 
present  plans  changed,  is  a  question  for  you  to  consider 
and  decide.  One  or  the  other  of  these  alternatives  must 
be  adopted,  unless  the  work  is  to  stop,  or  be  continued  in 
disregard  of  the  statute  requirement  as  to  plans  or 
cost. 

At  the  earliest  moment  after  knowledge  of  these  facts 
I  have  taken  such  action  as  will  permit  a  solution  of  the 
difficulty  by  the  proper  authority  with  as  little  delay  or 
embarrassment  as  possible.  I  am  quite  unwilling,  even 
by  silence,  to  allow  the  beginning  or  continuance  of  any 
public  work  when  it  appears  that  its  final  cost  will  exceed 
the  appropriation  fixed  by  law. 

This  Commonwealth  has  had  some  experience  of  a 
costly  nature  in  that  direction,  notably  in  the  case  of  the 
Danvers  Asylum,  where,  starting  with  an  appropriation 
of  $650,000,  the  final  cost  was  nearly  $1,600,000,  or  about 
$2,500  per  patient.  I  have,  therefore,  deemed  it  proper 
now,  at  the  commencement  of  this  work,  to  ascertain 
and  submit  to  you  the  facts,  that  you  may  decide  whether 
any  change  shall  be  made  in  the  original  plans  or  appro- 
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priation,  and  that  now  and  by  the  proper  aathority, 
instead  of  later  and  by  the  necessities  of  the  situation, 
the  total  cost  of  this  work  shall  be  determined.

Message  from  the  Oovemor. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  His  Excel- 
lency the  Governor :  — 

COMMOWWBALTH  OV  MaBSAOHUSBTTB, 

SxBOUTiTE  Dbpaktment,  BOSTON,  March  13,  1898. 
To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  BepresenUUivea. 

Recent  events  at  the  State  Prison  have  again  called  the  atten-  iceiMge  from 
tion  of  the  public  to  that  institution,  the  defects  and  difficulties  ^i^^priMnf' 
in  its  administration  and  the  need  of  legislative  action. 

The  pending  change  of  warden  makes  this  an  opportune  time 
again  to  bring  the  subject  to  your  notice  and  again  to  urge  most 
emphatically  your  action «  that  the  new  warden,  assuming  his 
office  under  serious  difficulties,  may  have  some  chance  for  suc- 
cess. The  conditions  for  a  successful  administration  of  this 
iDstitation  have  for  years  been  difficult,  and,  constantly  grow- 
ing harder,  have  now  become  intolerable.  Every  warden  has 
experienced  and  been  hampered  by  these  conditions,  and  has 
been  ready  and  anxious  to  lay  down  the  burden  of  an  office 
which  carries  hard  work,  great  responsibility  and  personal  dan- 
ger, without  adequate  power  and  with  success  practically  impos- 
sible. 

Some  of  these  difficulties  are :  — 

First.  The  location  of  the  institution,  situated  in  the  thickly 
settled  portion  of  a  large  city,  surrounded  by  streets,  houses 
and  railroad  tracks,  so  that  communication  with  the  outside  is 
easy,  escapes  facilitated,  and  implements  and  arms  can  be  and 
have  been  thrown  into  the  prison  yard.  Its  buildings  are  old, 
cramped  and  in  poor  condition,  without  the  facilities  and 
improvements  of  modern  prison  construction. 

Second,  The  crowded  condition  of  the  institution,  which 
requires  that  many  prisoners  be  doubled  up  in  cells,  so  giving 
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every  opportanitj  for  conference  and  co-operation  in  planning 
eacapeB  or  any  misconduct. 

'Third,  The  confusion  from  building  the  extension  of  the 
prison,  which  necessitates  constant  communication  with  the 
outside,  the  passage  to  and  fro  between  the  shops  and  the  new 
building  of  many  prisoners  at  work  upon  it,  and  makes  more 
difficult  the  separation  and  isolation  necessary  for  proper  dis- 
cipline. 

Fourth*  The  steady  increase  of  long-term  criminals,  espe- 
cially under  the  habitual  criminal  act,  which  brings  to  the  prison 
a  more  hopeless,  incorrigible  and  desperate  set  of  men. 

LcLstly^  and  most  important^  a  radically  wrong  system  of  admin- 
istration, which  ties  the  hands  of  the  warden,  deprives  the  Board 
of  Prison  Commissioners  of  proper  authority,  gives  little  or 
no  control  of  them  to  the  governor,  but  divides  responsibility 
and  power  between  the  warden,  prison  commissioners,  governor 
and  council,  in  a  way  to  make  the  system  impotent,  and,  but  for 
its  serious  results,  ridiculous.  It  is  almost  incredible  that  an 
institution  which  requires  strict  discipline,  the  hearty,  loyal  co- 
operation of  the  officers  in  charge,  adequate  power  in  its  head, 
absolute  control  by  him  of  his  subordinates,  fixed  responsibility 
everywhere  in  its  administration,  should  be  placed  under  a 
system  of  checks  and  restraints  at  variance  with  these  condi- 
tions, dividing  power  and  scattering  responsibility.  At  present 
all  subordinate  officers  to  the  warden  except  assistant  watchman 
are  appointed  by  him  only  with  the  approval  of  the  prison  com- 
missioners, and  then  '^  hold  their  offices  during  the  pleasure  of 
the  warden  and  commissioners.  In  case  of  a  disagreement 
between  the  warden  and  the  commissioners  in  relation  to  the 
removal  of  any  officer,  the  warden  may  appeal  to  the  governor 
and  council,  who  after  reasonable  notice  to  the  commissioners 
and  hearing  may  make  such  removal."  Practically  this  means 
that  a  warden  who  wishes  to  exercise  necessary,  responsible 
control  by  the  removal  of  a  subordinate  officer,  must  bring 
charges,  probably  have  one  trial  of  the  case  with  a  prospect  of 
two,  involving  his  subordinate,  himself  and  the  prison  oommis- 
sioners,  before,  if  finally  successful,  he  gets  such  control. 

What  warden  is  likely  to  attempt  to  exercise  authority  over 
his  subordinates  with  such  a  prospect  before  him,  and  what 
subordinate  is  likely  to  care  much  for  such  restricted  authority 
in  his  chief  ?  General  incompetency  or  suspected  infidelity  can 
rarely  be  formulated  into  charges.  If  the  warden  lacks  confi- 
dence in  any  of  his  subordinate  officers,  believes  them  indifferent 
or  inefficient,  or  suspects  them  of  a  purpose  to  thwart  or  em- 
barrass his  administration,  he  should  have  the  power  to  deal 
peremptorily  with  such  cases,  without  formulating  charges  and 
conducting  a  trial.  Success  is  impossible  without  the  co-opera- 
tion, discipline,  confidence  and  loyalty  between  subordinates 
and  chief,  which  can  come  only  by  giving  absolute  authority  to 
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the  chief.  The  least  that  can  be  done  to  help  a  warden  to  sno^ 
cees  is  to  give  him  the  right  to  have  under  him  officers  in  whom 
he  has  entire  confidence.  More  than  one  warden  has  seen 
across  his  path  the  shadows  of  disloyalty,  indifference  and  in- 
trigue, and  felt  powerless  to  act,  and  that  failure  was  inevitable. 
Next,  the  Board  of  Prison  Commissioners,  nominally  respon- 
sible for  the  management  of  the  prison,  at  present  have  no 
power  whatever  over  the  head  of  that  institution.  And,  finally, 
the  governor,  responsible  generally  for  administration,  has  no 
power  over  the  prison  commissioners,  and  over  the  warden  only 
with  the  consent  of  the  executive  council.  It  would  be  hard  to 
devise  a  system  better  calculated  to  lead  to  failure  and  without 
responsibility. 

I  again  recommend  that  the  warden  be  given  control  of  his 
subordinate  officers,  the  Board  of  Prison  Commissioners  control 
of  him  (if  they  are  to  remain  a  part  of  our  prison  system) ,  and 
the  governor  control  of  them,  letting  each  subordinate  answer 
to  his  superior  and  the  governor  to  the  people ;  and  I  repeat 
the  words  recently  addressed  to  you  when  recommending  for  a 
third  time  these  changes :  '*  I  again  dwell  upon  this  subject,  not 
merely  because  it  is  one  of  many  illustrations  which  might  be 
given  of  the  inefficiency  and  irresponsibility  of  our  general  sys- 
tem of  administration,  but  also  because  in  this  instance,  as  the 
evil  may  lead  to  serious  consequences,  its  correction  is  of  press- 
ing importance."  Recent  events  have  emphasized  these  words 
and  my  repeated  recommendations. 

I  suggest  also  for  your  consideration  the  expediency  of 
providing  for  the  erection  of  a  small,  separate  prison  for  the 
confinement  of  the  more  desperate  and  incorrigible  prisoners,  — 
in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Prison  Commis- 
sioners. This  would  permit  the  grading  and  classifying  of 
prisoners,  which,  though  now  authorized  at  the  State  Prison,  is 
found  to  be  impracticable  there.  It  would,  in  connection  with 
the  State  Prison  and  Concord  Reformatory,  provide  for  a  trans- 
fer of  prisoners  as  a  system  of  punishment  or  incentive  to  good 
behavior.  It  would  remove  from  the  State  Prison  and  confine 
separately  under  severest  discipline  the  small  proportion  of  pris- 
oners whose  influence  and  efforts  impair  good  order  and  dis- 
cipline, and  would  furnish  the  additional  accommodations  which 
in  any  event  will  soon  be  needed.  The  Commissioners  declare 
that  **  such  a  step  is  absolutely  necessary  to  restore  the  dis- 
cipline of  the  prison  to  anything  like  a  tolerable  condition." 

I  believe  that  the  facts  above  mentioned  account  for  the  un- 
satisfactory administration  of  the  State  Prison  which  has  con- 
tinaed  for  years.  While  no  doubt  hard  conditions  and  a  bad 
system  may  be  relieved  by  exceptional  personal  qualities  of 
those  in  charge,  yet  the  failure  of  repeated  wardens  to  achieve 
entire  success  makes  it  clear  that  the  fault  is  with  conditions 
rather  than  with  men.    These  conditions,  to  some  extent  at

least,  it  is  within  your  power  to  change  and  improve.  I  uge 
that  this  be  done  now,  as  a  new  administration  takes  up  with 
coarage,  ability  and  determination  its  difficalt  task.

Mr.  Raymond  of  Westminster  moved  to  amend  by 
adding  a  new  section,  to  be  numbered  section  6,  as 
follows:  ^^  Sect,  6,  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage,  and  shall  be  void  unless  said  railroad  is  located 
within  two  years  and  constructed  within  four  years  after 
the  passage  of  this  act." 

After  debate,  pending  the  amendments,  and  pending 
the  main  question  on  passing  the  bill  to  be  engrossed,  it 
was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Farley  of  Lowell,  postponed  for 
further  consideration  until  to-morrow,  by  a  vote  of  96  to 
34. 

The  Bill  exempting  municipal  obligations  from  taxation 
^House,  No.  201)  was  further  considered,  the  question 
being  on  its  rejection,  as  recommended  by  the  committee 
on  Taxation. 

After  debate  the  previous  question  was  ordered,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Dodge  of  Natick.  The  rejection  of  the 
bill  was  negatived  by  a  vote  of  57  to  74,  and  the  bill  was 
placed  in  the  orders  of  the  day  for  to-morrow  for  a  second 
reading. 

The  Bill  to  authorize  the  construction  of  a  public  bridge 
over  an  arm  of  West  Falmouth  harbor  in  the  town  of 
Falmouth  (House,  No.  737)  was  further  considered,  the 
question  being  on  ordering  it  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Kivers  of  Milton  raised  the  point  of  order  that  the  Point  of  order. 
bill   was   broader  than   the  scope  of  the  petition   upon 
which  it  was  reported,  as  the  petition  asked  for  a  bridge 
over  a  certain  creek  running  into  a  bay  at  West  Fal- 
mouth, and  the  bill  provided  for  a  bridge  over  the  bay. 

The  Chair  (Mr.  Bennett  of  Everett)  stated  that  the 
petition  called  for  a  bridge  across  a  small  creek,  while  the 
bill  contemplated  the  construction  of  a  bridge  across  a 
much  broader  sheet  of  water,  namely,  the  harbor  or  bay 
itself;  that  the  question  raised  was  not  a  parliamentary 
question,  but  a  question  of  geography,  and  might  be  sub- 
ject to  explanation ;  but,  from  the  representations  made 
to  him  from  the  map  shown  him,  he  was  of  the  opinion 
that  the  bill  was  broader  in  its  scope  than  the  original 
petition,  and  therefore  ruled  that  the  point  of  order  was 
well  taken. 
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Mr.  Crowell  of  Yarmouth  moved  that  the  bill  be  re- 
committed to  the  committee  on  Roads  and  Bridges.  Mr. 
Bliss  of  Bpston  moved  that  it  be  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  Harbors  and  Public  Lands.  Pending  these 
motions,  Mr.  Hartshorn  of  Norwood  asked  for  a  count  of 
the  House,  to  ascertain  if  a  quorum  was  present.  A  count 
showed  that  eighty-nine  members  were  present.

Pending  the  question  on  ordering  the  bill  to  a  third 
reading,  Mr.  Hayes  of  Lowell  moved  that  it  be  postponed 
for  further  consideration  until  Monday.  Mr.  Bliss  of 
Boston  moved  that  it  be  postponed  for  further  considera- 
tion until  April  10.

Message  from  the  Governor, 

A  message  was  received  from  His  Excellency  the  Gov-  vetomeMage 
ernor,  returning,  with  his  objections  thereto  in  writing,  a  IlS?r!^dtyo' 
Bill  relative  to  persons  employed  in  the  fire  department  SSi?°*""^'* 
of  the  city  of  Boston  (House,  No.  354) ,  which  was  read,  as 
follows :  — 

COMMONWBALTU  OF  MA88A0HU8BTT8, 

ExBcuTiTB  Department,  Boston,  March  27, 1893. 

To  the  Honorable  House  of  Representatives, 

I  return  herewith,  with  my  objections,  a  bill  entitled  '^  An  Act 
relative  to  persons  employed  in  the  fire  department  of  the  city 
of  Boston,"  which  originated  in  your  body. 

This  bill  applies  to  a  single  executive  depai*tment  of  a  single 
city  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  undertakes  to  regulate  therein 
an  important  detail  of  administration,  which  is  at  present  wholly 
controlled  by  the  executive  authority  of  said  city  and  so  by  her 
citizens  themselves.  A  general  law,  enacting  the  provision  of 
this  bill  as  a  general  policy  for  the  State,  applicable  to  all  her 
cities,  has  been  defeated  by  this  Legislature. 

I  fully  sympathize  with  the  desire  of  the  Legislature  to  lessen 
the  hours  of  labor  in  this  department,  but  I  do  not  believe  in 
the  principle  that  the  State,  even  to  accomplish  a  desirable  end, 
should  interfere  with  the  right  of  local  self-government  by  the 
city  of  Boston  or  by  any  other  community,  or  should  undertake.

by  special  law,  to  control  a  department  thereof  or  to  regulate 
its  details. 

Against  snch  interference  I  have  constantly  protested  both 
by  recommendation  and  veto,  frequently  declaring  that  the 
right  of  local  self-government  ^^  should  be  carefully  conserved,** 
and  recommending  ^'that  whenever  and  wherever  possible  this 
right  should  be  left  in  or  restored  to  her  respective  cities  and 
towns,'' and  that*' as  far  as  possible  every  local  community 
should  be  left  to  govern  itself  and  to  determine  for  itself  ques- 
tions of  administration  and  public  policy  which  affect  its  inter- 
ests." I  have  earnestly  urged  that  the  control  of  the  police, 
of  which  she  has  been  most  unjustly  and  unfortunately  deprived, 
should  be  restored  to  the  city  of  Boston.  I  am  quite  unwilling 
to  sanction  an  attempt  by  the  State  to  direct  another  of  her 
departments  or  to  interfere  with  its  control  by  the  proper  local 
authority.  I  can  think  of  no  department  in  which  the  citizens 
of  Boston  just  now  have  a  keener  interest,  or  over  which, 
through  their  chosen  servants,  they  should  have  a  more  direct 
and  unhampered  control,  than  their  fire  department.  They 
know  its  needs  and  its  wishes  and  are  vitally  interested  in  its 
efiSciency.  They  appreciate,  I  believe,  the  labor,  danger  and 
faithful  service  of  the  men  in  this  department,  and  are  ready 
to  grant  them  such  relief  from  constant  duty  as  is  consistent 
with  the  public  interest  and  safety. 

Of  these  matters  they  are  most  competent  and  responsible  to 
judge.  I  sincerely  trust  that  their  opinion  expressed  through 
their  officials  may  agree  with  the  opinion  expressed  by  the 
Legislature  in  this  bill,  but  I  am  unwilling,  by  approving  the 
bill,  to  say  that  they  shall  have  no  power  to  control  this  matter, 
or  that  a  hard  and  fast  rule  shall  be  laid  down  for  them  in  the 
administration  of  this  department,  which,  if  adopted,  places  the 
matter  beyond  their  discretion  and  supervision. 

Nor  does  it  obviate  this  objection  that  the  act  does  not  take 
effect  until  approved  by  the  mayor  and  city  council.  If  this 
leaves  to  them  the  same  power  they  now  have,  then  the  act  is 
wholly  unnecessary.  If  it  does  not,  then  it  is  an  interference 
with  the  right  of  local  self-government.  It  is  clear,  however, 
that,  if  approved,  the  control  of  an  important  part  of  this  depart- 
ment will  not  be  within  the  discretion  as  now  of  the  city  of 
Boston,  but  will  be  defined  by  statute  which  can  only  be 
changed  by  the  Legislature.  The  amended  charter  of  Boston 
places  this  department  under  the  executive  of  the  city,  who  is 
immediately  responsible  to  the  people  and  subject  to  their  con- 
trol. Without  any  petition  or  request  from  him  or  the  city 
council,  or  the  department  itself,  but  against  the  protest  of  the 
authorities  in  charge,  this  bill  has  been  passed. 

I  regret  to  differ  from  the  Legislature  in  this  matter.  The 
end  desired  commends  itself  to  my  sympathy  and  judgment. 

The  general  tendency  to  shorten  the  hours  of  labor  and  im- 
prove the  condition  of  all  wage-earners  has  constantly  received 
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my  official  reoommendation  and  approval.  I  shall  be  glad  to 
co-operate  with  yoa  in  any  wise  measure  or  general  policy,  con- 
sistent with  public  interests,  in  this  direction ;  bat  I  believe  it 
important  also,  as  urged  in  a  former  message  to  the  Legislature, 
*^  jealously  to  guard  the  right  of  local  self-government,  preserve 
it  when  possible  and  restore  it  where  necessary."

Whei'eaSj  It  appears  from  returns  made  by  the  officers 
of  said  companies  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  from  advertisements  and  circulars  issued  on  behalf 
of  the  securities  of  the  Bay  State  Gas  Company  of  Dela- 
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ware,  that  substantially  all  the  stock  of  said  Bay  State 
Gas  Company,  and  almost  all  the  stock  of  said  other 
four  companies,  —  or,  more  exactly,  nineteen  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  eighty- four  shares  out  of  twenty-four 
thousand  four  hundred  bhares,  are  held  or  owned  by  a 
foreign  corporation,  to  wit,  the  Mercantile  Trust  Company 
of  New  York,  in  trust  for  another  foreign  corporation,  to 
wit,  the  Bay  State  Gas  Company  of  New  Jersey,  in  trust 
for  another  foreign  corporation,  to  wit,  the  Bay  State  Gas 
Company  of  Delaware ;  that  an  additional  one  thousand 
six  hundred  of  said  twenty-four  thousand  four  hundred 
shares  are  owned  by  one  J.  Edward  Addicks,  alleged  to 
be  a  resident  of  Delaware,  and  others,  trustees  of  an  organ- 
ization not  known  to  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  but 
entitled  the  •*  Boston  Gas  Syndicate,"  and  that  nine 
hundred  and  seventy-seven  additional  shares  are  owned 
by  said  J.  Edward  Addicks,  all  of  said  twenty-three 
thousand  five  hundred  and  seventy-seven  shares  being 
supposed  to  be  held  in  trust  for  the  said  Bay  State  Gas 
Company  of  Delaware ;  and  that  the  said  Bay  State  Gas 
Company  of  Delaware  has  issued  against  these  securities, 
representing,  as  aforesaid,  a  total  capital  subscribed  in 
cash  of  four  million  four  hundred  and  forty  thousand 
dollars,  seven  million  dollars  of  first  mortgage  bonds, 
three  million  dollars  of  second  mortgage  bonds,  two 
million  dollars  of  income  bonds,  and  five  million  dollars  of

one  hundred  per  cent. ;  that  the  total  admitted  receipts 
of  said  Bay  State  Gas  Company  during  the  last  fiscal 
year  were  $777,760.46,  the  operating  expenses  $318,- 
837.90,  and  the  net  earnings  $451,922  56,  or  ninety  per 
cent,  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation ;  that  $50,000 
of  said  net  earnings  were  applied  to  the  payment  of  ten 
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per  cent,  dividends  on  said  capital  stock ;  that  the  re- 
mainder of  said  net  earnings  was  paid  out  as  interest

WheretzSj  It  is  charged  and  alleged  that  said  obligation 
of  $4,500,000  is  wholly  fictitious,  that  it  represents  no 
capital  invested,  but  is  simply  a  device  to  conceal  the 
enormous  profits  of  said  company  ;  that  the  sums  paid 
out  as  interest  on  said  obligation  are  in  reality  a  dividend 
upon  a  fictitious  capitalization  nine  times  as  great  as  the 
actual  capital  subscribed  and  paid  in ;  that  the  dividends 
paid  by  said  five  Massachusetts  companies  and  the  in- 
terest on  said  alleged  obligation  for  $4,500,000  are  in 
reality  used  for  the  purpose  of  paying  interest  and  divi- 
dends on  said  $17,000,000  of  bonds  and  stock  issued  by 
the  said  Bay  State  Gas  Company  of  Delaware ;  that  the 
actual  cost  of  the  works  and  plant  of  said  five  Massachu- 
setts companies  is  $4,440,000,  the  same  being  all  the 
moneys  ever  subscribed  and  paid  into  said  corporations 
in  cash,  and  being  the  total  amount  at  which  said  works 
and  plant  can  be  capitalized  under  the  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealth ;  that  the  true  intent  and  purpose  of  said

companies,  and  no  power  to  compel  said  Bay  State  Gas 
Company  to  sell  gas  to  said  other  four  corporations  for 
less  than  one  hundred  per  cent,  in  excess  of  the  cost,  —

The  committee  on  Bills 
in  the  Third  Reading  reported  recommending  an  amend- 
ment, to  wit :  In  section  1,  line  5,  after  the  word  ''  city," 
insert  the  words  "  or  town."  The  amendment  was 
adopted,  and  the  bill,  as  amended,  was  passed  to  be 
engrossed  and  sent  up  for  concurrence. 

The  Bill  relative  to  persons  employed  in  the  fire 
department  of  the  city  of  Boston  (House,  No.  354)  was 
further  considered.  Pending  the  question,  *«  Shall  the 
bill  pass,  notwithstanding  the  objections  of  His  Excel- 
lency the  Governor?"  it  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Parker 
of  Boston,  postponed  for  further  consideration  until 
Wednesday,  April  12,  by  a  vote  of  138  to  48. 

The  Bill  requiring  specifications  of  their  work  to  be 
furnished  to  persons  engaged  in  weaving  (House,  No. 
805)  was  read  a  third  time  and  considered.  Pending  the 
question  on  passing  the  bill  to  bo  engrossed,  Mr.  Brown 
of  Fall  River  moved  to  amend  in  section  1,  line  5,  by 
striking  out  the  word  "  writing,"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words  "  in  print,  large  type,"  pending  which, 
and  pending  the  main  question  on  passing  the  bill  to  be 
engrossed,  it  was,  on  further  motion  of  Mr.  Brown, 
referred  to  the  committee  on  Finance. 

The  Bill  relating  to  the  punishment  for  rape  (House, 
No.  794)  was  further  considered,  the  question  being  on 
passing  it  to  be  engrossed. 
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The  pending  amendments,  moved  by  Messrs.  Richard- 
son of  Boston  and  Abbott  of  Watertown,  were  severally 
withdrawn  by  those  gentlemen,  there  being  no  objection. 

Mr.  Richardson  moved  to  amend  by  adding  at  the  end 
of  section  3  the  following :  ''Except  that  the  offender 
bo  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  be  shall  be  punished 
by  imprisonment  in  the  common  jail  or  house  of  correc- 
tion not  exceeding  one  year,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
one  thousand  dollars,  or  by  both  a  fine  and  imprisonment 
in  the  common  jail  or  house  of  correction." 

Pending  the  amendment,  Mr.  Abbott  of  Watertown 
moved  that  the  bill  be  postponed  for  further  consideration 
until  to-moiTow,  which  motion  was  lost. 

Mr.  Bliss  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  by  striking  out 
section  3,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  new 
section :  — 

^^Sect.  3.  Whoever  induces  any  person  under  the 
age  of  sixteen  years  of  chaste  life  and  conversation  to 
have  unlawful  sexual  intercourse  shall  be  punished  by 
imprisonment  in  the  common  jail  or  house  of  correction 
not  exceedtng  one  year  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars,  or  by  both  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the 
jail  or  house  of  correction." 

Pending  the  amendments,  and  pending  the  main 
question  on  passing  the  bill  to  be  engrossed,  it  was,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Abbott,  postponed  for  further  considera- 
tion until  to-morrow  by  a  vote  of  84  to  68. 

The  Resolve  providing  for  an  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution relative  to  Commissioners  of  Insolvency  (printed 
as  Senate,  No.  60)  was  read  a  third  time.  On  the  ques- 
tion on  agreeing  to  the  ailicle  of  amendment  the  yeas  and 
nays  were  taken,  and  the  roll  being  called,  the  article  of 
amendment  was  agreed  to  and  sent  up  for  concurrence, 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present  and  voting  having 
voted  in  the  affirmative.  The  vote  was  196  yeas,  as

the  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  present  and 
voting  thereon,  be  entered  on  the  journals  of  both  houses. 
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with  the  yeas  and  nays  taken  thereon,  and  referred  to 
the  General  Court  next  to  be  chosen ;  and  that  the  said 
article  be  published,  to  the  end  that  if  agreed  to  in  the 
manner  provided  by  the  Constitution,  by  the  General 
Court  next  to  be  chosen,  it  may  be  submitted  to  the 
people  for  their  approval  and  ratification,  in  order  that 
it  may  become  a  part  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

Article  of  Amendment. 

So  much  of  article  nineteen  of  the  articles  of  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  as  is 
contained  in  the  following  words,  **  Commissioners  of 
Insolvency,"  is  hereby  annulled. 

The  Resolve  providing  for  an  amendment  to  the  Consti- 
tution relative  to  the  payment  of  mileage  to  members  of 
the  General  Court  (House,  No.  809)  was  read  a  third 
time  and  considered. 

After  debate,  the  yeas  and  nays  were  taken  on  the  ques- 
tion on  agreeing  to  the  article  of  amendment,  and  the  roll 
being  called,  the  article  of  amendment  was  agreed  to  and 
sent  up  for  concurrence,  two-thirds  of  the  members  pres- 
ent and  voting  having  voted  in  the  aflSrmative.  The  vote

on  the  journals  of  both  houses,  with  the  yeas  and  nays 
taken  thereon,  in  the  year  last  past,  and  referred  to  the 
present  General  Court,  and  published  according  to  law, 
and  being  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  Senators  and 
two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives present  and  voting  thereon,  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  people  for  their  ratification  and  adoption. 


Article  of  Amendment. 

So  much  of  article  two  of  section  three  of  chapter 
one  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  as  is  con- 
tained in  the  following  words,  ^'the  expenses  of  travel- 
ling to  the  general  assembly  and  returning  home  once  in 
every  session  and  no  more  shall  be  paid  by  the  govern- 
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ment  out  of  the  pulilic  treasury  to  every  member  who 
shall  ajtend  as  seasonably  as  he  can  in  the  judgment  of 
the  house  and  does  not  depart  without  leave,"  is  hereby 
annulled. 

The  Bill  relative  to  decrees  of  divorce  (Senate,  No. 
237)  was  read  a  third  time. 

The  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  reported 
recommending  the  adoi)tion  of  the  following  amendment : 
In  section  I  strike  out  the  first  eight  lines  and  insert  in 
place  thereof  the  following :  — 

Section  1.  Section  nineteen  of  chapter  one  hundred 
and  forty-six  of  the  Public  Statutes,  as  amended  by  section 
one  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  twenty-three  of  the  Acts 
of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two,  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  in  the  fourth,  fifth,  sixth  and 
seventh  lines  of  said  section  the  words  "  without  further 
notice  thereof  by  publication  or  otherwise,  on  applica- 
tion of  either  party  to  the  court,  or  any  justice  thereof,  in 
term  time  or  vacation ;  and  on  such  application  the  court 
or  justice  shall  make,"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words '*  and  thereupon  the  clerk  shall  enter,"  so  as  to 
read  as  follows. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill,  as  amended, 
was  passed  to  be  engrossed,  in  concurrence,  and  sent  up 
for  concurrence  in  the  amendment. 

The  Bill  to  compel  certain  corporations  and  parties  to 
furnish  lists  of  names  to  either  party  in  actions  of  tort 
(House.  No.  788)  was  read  a  third  time  and  considered. 

Mr.  Gleason  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  in  section  1, 
lines  8  and  19,  respectively,  by  inserting,  after  the  word 
'*  persons,"  the  words  '*  with  their  addresses." 

Mr.  Abbott  of  Watertown  moved  to  amend  in  section 
1,  lines  7,  8,  9  and  10,  by  striking  out  the  words  *«  de- 
mand made  therefor,  a  list  of  the  names  of  such  pei*3ons 
as  may  be  in  the  possession  of  said  company  who  were  on 
the  car  or  train  at  the  time  the  accident  occurred,"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  **  written  demand 
made  therefor,  the  names  and  addresses  known  to  be  in 
the  possession  or  under  the  control  of  the  company  of  the 
persons  who  were  on  the  car  or  train  at  the  time  of  the 
accident ;  "  also  in  line  14  of  the  sime  section  by  striking 
out  the  word  **  if "  and  inserting  the  words  '*  in  its  posses- 
sion or  under  its  control  and ; "  also  in  the  same  section 
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by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  "  company,"  in  line  15  ; 
also  by  inserting  a  new  section,  to  be  numbered  section 
2,  as  follows  :  — 

*'/Scc^ .  2.  The  person  making  the  demand  referred  to 
in  section  one  of  this  act  shall,  within  three  days  after  re- 
ceiving the  information  provided  for  in  said  section,  fur- 
nish to  said  company  upon  which  the  demand  is  made,  if 
requested  by  it  in  writing,  the  names  and  addresses  of 
such  persons  as  may  be  known  to  said  person  injured, 
or  to  his  representative  or  attorney,  to  have  been  on 
the  car  or  train  at  the  time  the  accident  occurred." 

After  debate,  pending  the  amendments  and  pending  the 
main  question  on  passing  the  bill  to  be  engrossed,  it  was, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Rivers  of  Milton,  postponed  for  further 
consideration  until  lo-morrow,  by  a  vote  of  87  to  47. 

The  Bill  relative  to  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in 
places  used  for  the  sale  of  groceries  (House,  N6.  391)  was 
considered,  the  question  being  on  its  rejection,  as  recom- 
mended by  the  committee  on  the  Liquor  Law.  After 
debate  the  previous  question  was  ordered,  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Wood  of  Boston,  and  the  bill  was  rejected,  as  recom- 
mended by  the  committee,  and  notice  was  sent  to  the  Senate. 

The  Bill  to  authorize  the  Worcester,  Leicester  and 
Spencer  Street  Railway  Company  to  acquire  by  purchase 
the  railways,  franchises  and  property  of  certain  railway 
corporations,  and  for  other  purposes  (House,  No.  818), 
was  read  a  second  time,  and  pending  the  question  on 
ordering  it  to  a  third  reading,  it  was  postponed  for  further 
consideration  until  Tuesday,  April  4,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Moriarty  of  Worcester. 

The  Bill  to  further  regulate  the  transportition  of  intoxi- 
cating liquors  by  common  carriers  and  others  (House,  No. 
819)  was  read  a  second  time,  and  pending  the  question  on 
ordering  it  to  a  third  reading,  it  was,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Mclnerney  of  Boston,  postponed  for  further  considera- 
tion until  Monday,  April  3,  by  a  vote  of  67  to  23. 

The  Bill  to  authorize  fraternal  beneficiary  organizations 
to  grant  inducements  to  procure  new  members  (Senate,  No.

Whereas^  the  above  cited  opinion  of  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  has  set  forth,  that,  under  the  laws  in  force 
in  1886  (and  which  have  since  been  i*epealed),  there  was 
**  one  system  of  wards  for  the  purpose  of  electing  coun- 
cillors, senators  and  representatives,  and  a  different 
system  of  wards  for  all  other  purposes ; "  but  the  said 
court  has  not  decided  whether  there  can  be,  at  the  same 
time,  two  distinct  systems  of  wards  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  councillors,  senators  and  representatives  ; 

Therefore^  it  is  ordered  by  the  General  Court,  in  each 
branch  thereof,  that  the  opinion  of  the  Justices  of  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  be  required  upon  the  following 
important  questions  of  law  :  — 

Fir  at.  In  case  any  city,  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  any  statute  upon  the  subject,  shall  have  undertaken  to 
make  a  new  division  of  its  territory  into  wards,  in  the 
State  decennial  census  of  1895,  to  be  taken  and  returned 
into  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commopwealth, 
shall  the  enumeration  of  legal  voters  residing  in  each  ward 
of  such  city  be  made  according  to  such  new  division,  or 
according  to  the  ward  lines  which  have  been  the  indivis- 
ible parts  of  councillor,  senatorial  and  representative 
districts  since  1885,  and  which  will  continue  until  the 
State  elections  in  November,  1896  ? 

Second.  Under  the  terms  of  the  Constitution,  the 
census  is  to  be  taken  in  1895,  and  a  new  apportionment 
of  senators  and  representatives  is  to  be  made  by  the  Gen- 
eral Court  at  its  first  session  thereafter,  viz.,  in  1896. 
But  by  articles  XXI.  and  XXII.  of  the  Amendments  to 
the  Constitution  the  enumeration  aforesaid  shall  determine 
the  apportionment  of  representatives  and  senators  **  for 
the  periods  between  the  taking  of  the  census."

question  of  its  acceptance  at  said  election,  it  shall  take 
effect  upon  the  first  day  of  February  following. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  said  city  to  certify 
as  soon  as  may  be  the  ballots  cast  in  said  city  and  the 
number  of  ballots  cast  in  favor  of  the  acceptance  of  this 
act,  and  the  number  of  ballots  cast  against  said  accep- 
tance in  said  city,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth. 
The  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  shall  keep  a  record 
of  the  returns,  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of  the 
votes  cast  in  said  city  are  in  favor  of  the  acceptance  of 
this  act,  the  said  Secretary  shall  immediately  issue  his 
certificate  declaring  this  act  to  have  been  duly  accepted. 

Section  7.  If  any  election  or  balloting  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  the  acceptance  of  this  act  by  said  city  shall  within 
sixty  days  thereafter  be  declared  void  by  the  supreme 
judicial  court  upon  summary  proceedings  on  the  petition 
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of  fifty  voters  of  said  city,  the  qaestion  of  acceptin^r  said 
act  shall  be  again  submitted  to  the  lej^al  voters  of  said  city, 
and  a  meeting  therefor  shall  within  thirty  days  thereafter  he 
called,  held  and  conducted,  and  the  votes  returned  and 
other  proceedings  had  thereon  as  hereinafter  provide<L 
But  no  election  shall  be  held  void  for  informality  in  call- 
ing, holding  or  conducting  the  election,  or  returning  the 
votes  or  otherwise,  except  upon  proceedings  instituted 
therefor  and  determined  .within  sixty  days  thereafter  as 
aforesaid.  Notice  of  the  meeting  for  re-submitting  the 
question  of  the  acceptance  of  this  act  to  the  legal  voters 
of  said  city  shall  be  given  at  least  seven  days  before 
the  time  of  meeting,  and  the  polls  shall  be  opened  at 
nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  close  at  six  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  of  said  day,  and  the  voting  on  such  question 
shall  be  by  ballot.  In  case  of  the  absence  of  any  pre- 
cinct officer  at  any  precinct  meeting  held  for  the  purp<^^«e 
aforesaid,  a  like  officer  may  be  chosen  pro  tempore  by 
hand  vote,  and  shall  be  duly  qualified  and  shall  have  all 
the  powers  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  of  the  regular 
officer  of  said  meeting.  Such  meetings  shall  be  called, 
notified  and  warned  by  the  mayor  and  board  of  aldermen 
of  said  citv  in  the  same  manner  in  which  meetin^^s  for  the 
election  of  municipal  officers  in  said  city  are  called,  noti- 
fied and  warned. 

The  ballots  given  in  shall  be  assorted,  counted  and 
declared  in  the  several  precinct  meetings  of  said  city  and 
records  made  thereof. 

The  clerk  of  each  precinct  shall  make  return  of  all  bal- 
lots given  in  his  precinct,  and  the  number  of  ballots  in 
favor  of  the  acceptance  of  this  act  and  the  number  of  bal- 
lots against  said  acceptance,  to  the  board  of  aldermen  iif 
said  city.  Said  returns  shall  be  made  within  forty-eight 
hours  of  the  close  of  the  polls.  If  a  majority  of  all  the 
ballots  cast  are  in  favor  of  the  acceptance  of  this  act  it 
shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  March  following. 

The  city  clerk  shall  make  return  of  the  result  of  such 
second  submission  to  the  Secrebiry  of  the  Commonwealth 
in  the  manner  provided  in  section  six  of  this  act,  and  said 
Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  thereof  and  issue  his  certifi- 
cate as  provided  in  said  section.

This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage, 
except  that  it  shall  not  apply  to  the  clerks,  employees, 
commissioners  or  members  of  any  board  of  a  city  until  it 
is  accepted  by  the  city  council  of  such  city,"  which 
amendment  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  62  to  91. 

After  debate,  the  previous  question  having  been  or- 
dered, on  motion  of  Mr.  Garfield  of  Brockton,  the  bill  was 
refused  a  third  reading  by  a  vote  of  43  to  111. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Election  Laws,  leave 
to  withdraw,  on  the  petition  (with  accompanying  bill. 
House,  No.  674)  of  James  E.  Hayes  for  legislation  to 
compel  the  use  of  the  patent  registering  ballot  box  at  all 
caucuses  or  public  meetings  of  qualified  voters  for  polit- 
ical purposes,  was  considt^red. 

Mr.  Rivers  of  Milton  moved  to  amend  by  the  substitu- 
tion of  a  '*  Bill  to  require  self-registering  ballot  boxes  to 
be  used  at  caucuses  "  THouse,  No.  674). 

After  debate  the  bill  was  substituted,  and  having  been 
read,  was  placed  in  the  orders  of  the  day  for  to-morrow 
for  a  second  reading. 
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The  motion  to  reconsider  the  vote  whereby  the  Hoase, 
on  Wednesday,  April  5,  rejected  the  Bill  to  regulate  the 
use  of  barbed  wire  on  fences  (House,  No.  428),  was  further 
considered. 

After  debate,  the  previous  question  having  been  ordered, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  O'Neil  of  Chioopee,  the  motion  to 
reconsider  was  lost. 

The  ^solve  relative  to  the  Bunker  Hill  Monument 
(House,  No.  260)  was  considered. 

After  debate,  the  previous  question  having  been  ordered, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Benjamin  J.  Sullivan  of  Boston,  the 
bill  was  rejected,  as  recommended  by  the  committee  on 
Finance,  by  a  vote  of  119  to  35. 

The  Bill  constituting  ten  hours  in  twelve  consecutive 
hours  a  day's  work  for  certain  employees  of  street  rail- 
way companies  (Senate,  No.  262)  was  read  a  third  time 
and  considered. 

Mr.  Dolan  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  by  striking  out 
section  1,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
new  section :  ^^  Section  1.  A  day's  work  for  all  con- 
ductors, drivers  and  motormen  now  employed  or  who 
may  hereafter  be  employed  by  or  on  behalf  of  any  street 
railway  company  in  any  city  or  town  shall  not  exceed  ten 
hours'  work,  to  be  performed  within  twelve  consecutive 
hours*  No  officer  or  agent  of  any  street  railway  company 
shall  exact  from  any  of  its  said  employees  more  than  the 
said  ten  hours'  work  for  a  day's  labor :  provided^  however^ 
that  on  all  legal  holidays,  and  in  case  of  accident,  or  un- 
avoidable delay,  extra  labor  may  be  performed  for  extra 
compensation." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill,  as  amended, 
was  passed  to  be  engrossed,  in  concurrence,  and  sent 
up  for  concurrence  in  the  amendments  adopted  by  the 
House. 

The  Bill  to  permit  the  guaranteeing  of  rents  and  leases 
(House,  No.  824)  was  considered,  the  question  being  on 
passing  it  to  be  engrossed. 

The  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Heading  reported  rec- 
ommending the  following  amendments :  In  section  2,  line 
1 ,  after  the  word  '*Act "  insert  the  words  **  as  amended  by 
chapter  one  hundred  and  forty-one  of  the  Acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight ;"  also,  in  line  24  of 
the  same   section,  after  the  word  '^  dollars,"  insert  the 
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words  *<  divided  into  shares  of  the  par  valae  of  ten  dol- 
lars each." 

The  amendments  were  severally  adopted,  and  after 
debate  the  House  refused  to  pass  the  bill  to  be  en- 
grossed by  a  vote  of  16  to  42.  Mr.  Bennett  of  Everett 
moved  to  reconsider  the  vote  whereby  the  bill  was  re- 
jected, which  motion  was  placed  in  the  orders  of  the  day 
for  to-morrow. 

The  Bill  relative  to  the  taking  of  samples  of  milk  for 
purposes  of  analysis  (House,  No.  840)  was  read  a  third 
time  and  considered.  Mr.  Warner  of  Hardwick  moved 
to  amend  by  the  substitution  of  a  <<BiIl  relative  to  the 
standard  of  milk"  (House,  No.  193),  which  was  read,  and 
after  debate,  was  substituted,  and  the  bill,  as  amended, 
was  placed  in  the  orders  of  the  day  for  to-morrow,  the 
question  being  on  passing  it  to  be  engrossed. 

• 

The  Bill  to  farther  regulate  the  transportation  of  in- 
toxicating liquors  by  common  carriers  and  others  (House, 
No.  819)  was  read  a  second  time  and  considered. 

Mr.  Carroll  of  Peabody  moved  to  amend  by  adding  at 
the  end  of  section  2  the  following:  *' and  any  official 
herein  named  who  shall  be  convicted  of  revealing  informa- 
tion so  obtained,  except  in  the  prosecution  and  trial  of 
offences  under  this  act,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  fifty  dollars,  or  not  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill,  as  amended, 
was  passed  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  up  for  concurrence, 
by  a  vote  of  99  to  28. 

The  Bill  to  authorize  the  Newton  and  Boston  Street 
Railway  Company  to  increase  its  capital  stock,  extend  its 
location,  issue  bonds,  and  for  other  purposes  (House,  No. 
865),  was  read  a  second  time. 

Mr.  Darling  of  Hyde  Park  moved  to  amend  in  section 
5,  line  4,  by  striking  out  the  words  ^^  or  hereafter  may 
be ; "  also  in  lines  5,  6,  7  and  8,  by  striking  out  the  words 
^*  and  may  at  any  time  sell  or  lease  its  property  or 
franchises  or  any  portion  thereof;  and  the  other  com- 
panies selling  or  leasing." 

Pending  the  amendment,  and  pending  the  main  question 
on  ordering  the  bill  to  a  third  reading,  it  was,  on  further 
motion  of  Mr.  Darling,  postponed  for  further  considera- 
tion until  Wednesday,  April  19. 
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The  Bill  to  anthorize  the  Natick  Electric  Street  Railway 
Company  to  extend  its  railway,  increase  its  capital  stock 
and  acquire  by  purchase  the  railways,  franchises  and 
property  of  certain  railway  corporations  (Senate,  No. 
263),  was  read  a  second  time. 

Mr.  Darling  of  Hyde  Park  moved  to  amend  in  section 
1,  lines  10  and  11,  by  striking  out  the  words  "  or  here- 
after ;  "  also  in  section  1,  line  12,  by  striking  out  the  words 
.'*  each  of  said  roads,"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words  '*  any  such  road.** 

Pending  the  amendments,  and  pending  the  main  ques- 
tion on  ordering  the  bill  to  a  third  reading,  it  was,  on 
fui-ther  motion  of  the  same  gentleman,  postponed  for 
further  consideration  until  Wednesday,  April  19. 

The  Bill  relating  to  the  abolition  of  grade  crossings 
(Senate,  No.  197)  was  read  a  third  time,  amended,  as 
recommended  by  the  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third 
Reading,  b}''  striking  out  in  section  1,  line  19,  the  word 
*♦  three,"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  **  four," 
and,  as  amended,  was  passed  to  be  engrossed,  in  concur- 
rence, and  sent  up  for  concurrence  in  the  amendments 
adopted  by  the  House. 

The  Bill  to  incorporate  the  People's  Building  Associa- 
tion (House,  No.  806)  was  considered,  the  question  being 
on  passing  it  to  be  engrossed. 

Mr.  Richardson  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  in  section 
1,  line  8,  by  striking  out  the  word  **  five"  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  word  ''ten,"  which  amendment  was 
adopted,  and  the  bill,  as  amended,  was  passed  to  be  en- 
grossed and  sent  up  for  concurrence. 

The  Resolutions  relating  to  a  national  department  of 
roads  and  to  a  road-making  exhibit  at  Chicago  (House, 
No.  449)  were  considered. 

Mr.  Charles  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  by  the  substi- 
tution of  resolutions  with  the  same  title  (House,  No.  891), 
which  were  read  and  substituted,  and  the  resolutions,  as 
amended,  were  adopted  and  sent  up  for  concurrence,  as 
follows :  — 

Resolved^  That  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  in  general  court 
assembled,  respectfully  urge  upon  Congress  the  importance 
and  public  benefit  of  establishing  at  Washington  a  road 
department  in  connection  with  the  agricultural   depart- 
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ment,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  knowledge  in  the  art 
of  constructing  Hnd  maintaining  roads,  and  also  containing 
a  permanent  exhibit,  in  which  shall  be  shown  sections  of 
roads  illustrating  various  methods  of  construction  and  the 
best  road  materials  and  machinery. 

Resolved^  That  copies  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  to 
the  presiding  ofScers  of  both  houses  of  Congress,  and  to 
the  senators  and  representatives  in  Congress  from  this 
Commonwealth,  and  that  said  senators  and  representa- 
tives be  requested  to  use  their  best  influence  to  secure  the 
passage  of  leffislation  which  will  effectuate  the  ends  above 
recommended. 

The  Bill  relating  to  drain  and  ventilating  pipes  used  in 
buildings  in  the  city  of  Boston  (printed  as  House,  No. 
554)  was  read  a  second  time,  and  pending  the  question 
on  oixlering  it  to  a  third  reading,  it  was  postponed  for 
further  consideration  until  Thursday,  April  20,  on  motion 
of  Mr.  Wood  of  Boston. 

The  Bill  to  authorize  the  Worcester,  Leicester  "and 
Spencer  Street  Railway  Company  to  acquire  by  purchase 
the  railways,  franchises  and  property  of  certain  railway 
corporations,  and  for  other  purposes  (House,  No.  818), 
was  read  a  third  time,  and  pending  the  question  on  pass- 
ing it  to  be  engrossed,  it  was  postponed  for  further  con- 
sideration until  Thursday,  April  20,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Mellen  of  Worcester. 

The  Bill  to  annex  a  portion  of  the  town  of  West  Bridge- 
water  to  the  city  of  Brockton  (Senate,  No.  247)  was  con- 
sidered, the  question  being  on  ordering  it  to  a  third 
reading.

The  Bill  to  authorize  the  Wakefield  and  Stoneham 
Street  Railway  Company  to  extend  its  railway  and  equip 
the  same  with  electricity  (Senate,  No.  288)  was  read  a 
second  time.     Pending  the  question  on  ordering  it  to 
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a  third  reading,  Mr.  Moriarty  of  Worcester  asked  for 
a  couDt  of  the  House  to  ascertain  if  a  quorum  were 
present.  A  count  of  the  House  showed  that  106  mem- 
bers were  present.

tage from  such  laying  out,  construction  and  laying  of 
sewers  and  pipes  as  aforesaid,  beyond  the  general  advan- 
tages to  all  real  estate  in  such  city,  to  the  extent  of  the 
total  amount  of  such  adjudged  benefit  and  advantage,,  and 
the  portion  of  said  cost  not  so  paid  shall  be  borne  by  the 
city  of  Boston.

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The  report  of  the  committee  on  Water  Supply,  leave 
to  withdraw,  at  their  own  request,  on  the  petition  of  the 
water  commissioners  of  the  town  of  North  Brookfield 
that  said  town  may  be  authorized  to  increase  its  water  in- 
debtedness for  the  purpose  of  extending  its  system  of 
water  pipes  and  supplying  electric  light  and  power  in  con- 
nection with  its  water  works  (accompanied  by  Senate  bill 
No.  171)  was  further  considered.

Mr.  Ellis  of  Springfield  moved  to  amend  in  section  1, 
line  18,  by  insetting,  after  the  word  <^  thousand,''  the 
words  **  five  hundred." 

Mr.  Miller  of  Wakefield  moved  to  amend  by  adding  at 
the  end  of  section  1  the  words  <*  except  in  Middlesex 
County,  where  it  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
hundred  dollars  per  year,**  which  amendment  was  adopted. 

The  amendment  moved  by  Mr.  Ellis  was  withdrawn  by 
that  gentleman,  there  being  no  objection. 

After  debate,  the  bill,  as  amended,  was  ordered  to  a 
third  reading.

Message  from  the  Oovemor. 

The  following  message  from  His  Excellency  the  Gov-  MMmge  from 
ernor,  transmitting  a  communication  from  the  Boston  wr^nuoDB? 
Associated  Board  of  Trade  and  the  Massachusetts  State 
Board  of  Trade,  calling  attention  to  some  bills  pending 
before  the  Legislature  granting  to  quasi-public  corpora- 
tions special  charters  and  privileges  and  to  certain  pro- 
visions therein  which  they  deem  objectionable,  was  read, 
and  with  the  accompanying  document  was,  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Mellen  of  Worcester,  ordered  to  be  printed  and  re- 
ferred to  the  committee  on  Rules. 

The  message  is  as  follows  :  — 

Commonwealth  of  MARSAonriiRTTs, 
ExECUTiTB  Dbpartmbnt,  Boston,  April  25, 1893. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  oj  Represenlalives, 

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  ooDBideration  a  commanieation 
received  by  me  from  the  Boston  Associated  Board  of  Trade  and 
the  Massachusetts  State  Board  of  Tratle,  which  communication 
calls  attention  to  some  bills  now  pending  before  you  granting  to 
quasi-public  corporations  special  charters  and  privileges,  and 
to  certain  provisions  therein  which  they  deem  objectionable. 
These  provisions  it  is  alleged  permit  the  issue  of  capital  stock 
and  bonded  debt,  and  the  lease,  purchase,  sale  or  consolidation 
of  the  corporations  without  official  supervision  or  proper  re- 
strictions to  prevent  the  watering  of  such  stock  and  debt,  and 
to  protect  the  interests  of  the  public.  The  petitioners  request 
that  a  general  law,  covering  these  points,  be  enacted,  ^^  which, 
while  permitting  of  the  issue  of  such  stock  and  bonds  as  may  be 
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adeqfmte  for  strict  business  construction  on  the  part  of  quasi- 
public  corporations,  such  as  railroads,  street  railvrays,  gas  and 
water  companies,  and  while  granting  such  other  reasonable 
powers  as  may  be  needed,  will  effectually  guard  against  the 
direct  or  indirect  watering  of  stocks  or  debt,  whether  by  cor- 
porations hereafter  organized,  or  by  those  heretofore  organized, 
under  general  or  special  laws." 

Without  expressing  any  opinion  upon  pending  legislation,  I 
commend  the  communication  to  that  careful  and  prompt  con- 
sideratiou  which  the  imix>rtance  of  the  subject  as  well  as  the 
responsible  character  of  the  petitioners  demand.  The  opinion 
of  tliese  business  men,  representing  more  than  forty  boards  of 
trade  and  business  associations  within  the  Commonwealth,  is 
certainly  entitled  to  great  weight  upon  a  business  question  of 
this  character.

To  His  ExceVency  the  Governor. 

The  undesigned,  being  duly  authorized,  in  behalf  of  the 
Boston  Associated  Board  of  Trade  and  the  Massachusetts  State 
Board  of  Trade,  respectfully  represent  that  there  are  now  pend- 
ing in  various  stages  of  legislation  numerous  bills  granting  to 
qua*ii- public -corporations  special  chartere  and  privileges  ; 

That  some  of  these  bills  contain  provisions  which  are  highly 
objectionable,  among  which  are  those  that  authorize  the  issue  of 
capital  stock  and  bonded  debt  on  the  part  of  quasi-public  cor- 
porations without  such  issue  being  made  subject  to  official 
supervision  or  other  proper  safeguards  against  tbe  watering 
of  such  stock  and  debt ; 

That  some  of  these  bills  are  further  objectionable  in  that 
they  provide  for  lease,  purchase  and  sale  or  consolidation  of 
quasi-public  corporations  upon  such  terms  as  the  stockholders 
or  directors  may  determine,  without  restrictions  looking  to  tbe 
protection  of  the  interests  of  the  public. 

Your  petitioners  believe  that  the  passage  of  bills  containing 
such  provisions  would  render  not  only  possible  but  probable 
the  capitalization  of  the  market  value  of  the  stock  of  quasi- 
public  corporations,  including  the  value  of  franchises  granted 
by  the  public  without  cost  to  the  respective  corporations,  con- 
trary to  the  acknowledged  policy  of  the  State,  would  result  in 
consolidations  of  quasi-public  corporations  through  purchase 
or  lease  on  terms  highly  detrimental  to  the  public  welfare,  and 
would  largely  add  to  a  class  of  securities  based  upon  inflated 
values  which  should  not  have  the  sanction  of  the  State,  for  the 
reason  that  such  sanction  would  lead  to  unprofitable  investment 
on  the  part  of  the  general  public. 

Your  petitioners  further  believe  that  many  of  the  said  bills 
contain  provisions  similar  in  character,  which,  so  far  as  tbej 
are  necessary  and  expedient,  should  be  covered  by  general  laws 
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and  not  by  special  grants;  and,  further,  that  experience  has 
shown  that  the  existing  general  laws  relative  to  quasi-public 
corporations  <lo  not  properly  safeguai'd  the  interests  of  the  State 
and  the  individual  members  of  the  body  politic. 

Therefore,  in  order  that  the  interests  of  the  State  may  be 
conserved  and  the  people  of  the  State  may  be  protected,  they 
respectfully  but  earnestly  represent  that  the  proposed  objection- 
able legislation  to  which  their  petition  refers  should  not  become 
law,  and  that  general  laws  should  be  enacted,  which,  while 
permitting  of  the  issue  of  such  stock  and  bonds  as  may  be 
adequate  for  strict  business  construction  on  the  part  of  quasi- 
public  corporations,  such  as  railroads,  street  railways,  gas  and 
water  companies,  and  while  granting  such  other  i*easonable 
powers  as  may  be  needed,  will  effectually  guard  against  the 
direct  or  indirect  watering  of  stock  or  debt,  whether  by  cor- 
porations hereafter  organized,  or  by  those  heretofore  organized, 
under  general  or  special  laws. 

Inasmuch  as  the  time  has  passed  for  the  introduction  into 
the  Legislature  of  new  business  under  the  rules  except  as 
transmitted  by  your  Excellency,  this  petition  is  presented,  trust- 
ing that,  recent  consideration  and  developments  having  shown 
the  great  importance  of  providing  safeguards  additional  to 
those  which  have  heretofore  been  generally  recognized  as 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  public,  you  will  submit 
the  subject  of  this  petition  to  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives ;  for  your  petitioners  believe  that  if  such 
action  is  taken  the  representatives  of  the  people  in  these  bodies 
will,  in  view  of  the  exigency  which  has  arisen,  willingly  give 
the  subject  the  consideration  which  its  importance  demands, 
and  will  enact  legislation  in  the  premises  which  will  result  for 
the  public  good.

Whereas^  Said  insect  pest  will  surely  spread  over  the 
whole  territory  of  the  United  States  unless  exterminated, 
or  prevented  by  careful  and  persistent  effort ;  and 

Whereas^  The  State  of  Massachusetts  has  appropriated 
and  expended  large  sums  of  money  in  the  effort  for  ex- 
termination during  the  past  three  years ;  and 
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WliereaSj  One  hundred  thousand  dollars,  the  sum  ap- 
proprinted  by  the  Legislature  for  the  work  during  the  term 
from  March,  1893,  to  March,  1894,  is  believed  by  the  com- 
mittee in  charge  of  the  work  to  be  insufficient ;  be  it 

Resolved^  That  the  senators  of  this  Commonwealth  in 
the  federal  congress  be  instructed,  and  its  representatives 
be  requested,  to  seek  from  the  federal  government  of  the 
United  States  an  appropriation  of  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  to  be  expended  in  the  extermination  of  the  oaieria 
dispar  or  gypsy  moth,  said  sum  to  be  used  along  with  the 
appropriations  which  may  be  voted  by  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts. 

The  Resolutions  relative  to  national  legislation  regu- 
lating the  hours  of  labor  of  women  and  minors  in  textile 
manufucturing  establishments  (House,  No.  890)  were 
adopted  and  sent  up  for  concurrence,  as  follows  :  — 

Whereas^  The  present  want  of  uniformity  in  the  laws 
of  the  several  states  relative  to  the  hours  of  labor  of  per- 
sons employed  in  manufacturing  establishments  is  highly 
detrimental  to  the  manufacturing  interest  in  those  states 
where  the  restrictions  upon  the  hours  of  labor  are  the 
greatest,  rendering  it  impossible  to  compete  upon  equal 
terms  with  manufacturers  in  other  states,  whera  longer 
hours  of  labor  are  permitted ; 

Resolvedy  That  our  senators  and  representatives  in 
congress  are  hereby  requested  to  use  their  influence  to 
obtain  the  passage  of  a  national  law  regulating  the  hours 
of  labor  of  women  and  minors  throughout  the  United 
States  by  a  standard  which  shall  be  uniform  in  all  textile 
manufacturing  establishments. 

Resolved^  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  trans- 
mitted to  each  of  the  senators  and  representatives  from 
this  Commonwealth  in  the  congress  of  the  United  States. 

The  Bill  to  incorporate  the  Bristol  County  Co-operative 
Land  and  Building  Association  (Senate,  No.  265)  was 
read  a  second  time,  and  pending  the  question  on  order- 
ing it  to  a  third  reading,  it  was  postponed  for  further 
consideration  until  Monday  next,  on  motion  of  Mr.

To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Bepreseniatives  of  the 

Commonwealth  of  McissachuseUs, 

We  received  on  the  22d  instant  your  order,  adopted  in 
concurrence,  a  copy  of  which  is  annexed  [see  House  docu- 
ment No.  953 J,  and  we  respectfully  submit  the  following 
opinion :  — 

First.  Ai-ticle  XXI.  and  Ailicle  XXII.  of  the  Amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  both  provide  as  follows :  — 

^^  In  the  census  aforesaid,  a  special  enumeration  shall 
be  made  of  the  legal  voters ;  and  in  each  city  said  ena- 
meration  shall  specify  the  number  of  such  legal  voters 
aforesaid,  residing  in  each  ward  of  such  city.  The  enu- 
merntion  aforesaid  shall  determine  the  iVppotlionment  of 
representatives  [or  senators]  for  the  periods  between  the 
taking  of  the  census."  There  must,  therefore,  be  an 
enumeration  of  the  legal  voters  residing  in  every  waid  of 
a  city  which  is  to  constitute  in  the  next  apportionment  the 
whole  or  a  part  of  any  representative  or  senatorial  district. 
Such  wards  must  be  wards  in  existence  on  the  first  day 
of  May  of  the  year  in  which  the  census  is  taken,  and  this 
is  the  only  requirement  of  these  Articles  concerning  the 
wards  in  which  a  census  of  the  legal  voters  is  to  be  taken. 
The  Legislature,  if  it  sees  fit,  can  also  provide  for  the 
enumeration  of  the  legal  voters  residing  in  any  other 
defined  districts  or  parts  of  a  city,  but  these  Articles  of  the 
Constitution  do  not  require  this  to  be  done.  Under  St. 
1888,  ch.   437,  the   new   wards,  if  any,  which  may  be 
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created  in  pursuance  of  the  first  section,  are  undoubtedly 
the  wards  intended  to  be  used  in  making  the  next  appor- 
tionment of  senators  and  representatives. 

Second.     Until  the  new  apportionment  is  made,  the  old 
apportionment  must  be  followed  in  the  election  of  senators 
and  representatives.     These  Aiticles  of  the  Constitution 
require  the  apportionment  to  be  made  by  the  Legislature 
at  its  first  session  after  the  return  of  the  enumeration.     In 
the  year  1895  a  census  must  be  taken  on  the  first  day  of 
May,  which  is  to  be  returned  into  the  ofiice  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Commonwealth  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  June. 
if  there  is  a  session  of  the  Legislature  begun  and  held  in 
the  year  1895  after  the  return  of  this  enumeration,  it  is 
its  duty  to  make  the  apportionment,  and  the  apportion- 
ment may  possibly  be  completed  before  the  annual  elec- 
tion in  November  of  that  year.     If  this  happens,  then  this 
election  must  be  held  under  the  new  apportionment.     If 
there  is  no  such  sessicm,  then  the  Legislature  at  its  session 
to  be  begun  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  January,   1896, 
mu^t    make  the   apportionment.     The  Legislature  is  to 
divide  the  Commonwealth  *'into  forty  districts  of  adja- 
cent territory,"  each  of  which  shall  elect  one  senator ;  and 
*'  no  town  or  ward  of  a  city  shall  be  divided  therefor." 
The  Legislature  is  also  to  appoition  to  the  several  coun- 
ties of  the  Commonwealth  the  representatives  to  which 
each  county  is   entitled.     The   mayor  and   aldermen   of 
the  city  of  Boston  and  the  county  commissioners  of  other 
counties   than  Sufi()lk,  unless  special  <  ommissioncrs  are 
elected  for  the  purpose,  **  shall,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
August  next  after  each  assignment  of  representatives  to 
each  county,  assemble  at  a  shire  town  of  their  respective 
counties,  and  proceed  "  to  divide  each  county  into  repre- 
sentative  districts   of  contiguous   territory,   *'  and   such 
districts  shall  be  so  formed  that  no  town  or  ward  of  a  city 
shall  be  divided  therefor,  nor  shall  any  district  be  made 
which  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  more  than  three  represent- 
atives."   A  description  of  these  districts  *'  shall  be  re- 
turned by  the  board  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth, the  county  treasurer  of  each  county,  and  to  the 
clerk  of  every  town  in  each  district,  to  be  tiled  and  kept 
in  their  respective  oflices." 

Unless,  then,  the  new  apportionment  is  complete  before 
the  annual  election  of  the  3'ear  1895  is  held,  it  must  neces- 
sarily be  held  under  the  old  apportionment.     We  do  not 
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feel  called  upon  to  consider  whether  it  may  not  be  pos- 
sible that  an  appoilionment  may  be  considered  as  complete 
for  the  purpose  of  electing  senators,  and  yet  remain  in- 
complete for  the  purpose  of  electing  representatives,  be- 
cause the  condition  of  things  which  might  occasion  such 
an  inquiry  is  not  likely  to  arise.  The  clause  that  ^'The 
enumeration  aforesaid  shall  determine  the  appoilionment 
of  representatives  [or  senators]  for  the  periods  between 
the  taking  of  the  census,"  must  mean  that  the  apportion- 
ment is  to  he  made  upon  the  enumeration,  and  that  the 
apportionment,  after  it  is  made,  must  determine  the  rep- 
resentative and  senatorial  districts  and  the  numlier  of 
reprasentativds  appropriate  to  each  representative  district 
until  a  new  enumeration  and  an  apportionment  have  been 
made.  The  enumeration  and  the  apportionment  are  parts 
of  one  proceeding  for  distributing  among  the  cities  and 
towns  of  the  Commonwealth  in  just  proportion,  every  ten 
years,  the  senators  and  representatives  to  be  elected  dur- 
ing that  period. 

Third.  These  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  were 
not  passed  to  regulate  the  municipal  organization  of  cities. 
The  Constitution  as  originally  framed  made  no  provision 
for  cities.  Article  II.  of  the  Amendments  first  author- 
ized the  General  Couit  '^  to  erect  and  constitute  municipal 
or  city  governments,"  etc.,  and  *'  to  prescribe  the  manner 
of  calling  and  holding  public  meetings  of  the  inhabitants, 
in  wards  or  otherwise,  for  the  election  of  officers  under 
the  Constitution,  and  the  minner  of  returning  the  votes 
given  at  such  meetings."  When  Articles  XXL  and 
XXII.  were  adopted,  every  city  charter  which  had  lieen 
granted  contained  provisions  for  dividing  the  city  into 
wards ;  and  we  believe  that  up  to  the  present  time  all 
city  charters  which  have  been  granted  contain  similar 
provisions ;  and  we  are  not  aware  of  any  intention  on  the 
part  of  the  Legislature  to  create  cities  without  wards. 
These  Articles  must  be  construed  with  reference  to  the  facts 
existing  at  the  time  when  they  were  adopted,  and  the 
provisions  concerning  wards  must  be  held  to  apply  to 
wards  if  they  exist,  not  to  require  that  every  city  should 
be  divided  into  wards.  The  number  of  legal  voters  in  a 
city  may  be  such  as  to  make  it  necessary  that  it  be  divided 
into  wards  in  order  properly  to  constitute  the  represent 
ative  or  senatorial  districts,  or  the  number  may  be  suffi- 
cient to  constitute  only  a  single  representative  district  or 
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• 

a  part  of  one.  The  town  of  Brookline,  for  example,  had 
in  the  year  1890  sufficient  population  to  become  a  city. 
It  at  present  constitutes  one  representative  district, 
entitled  to  one  representative,  and  it  is  a  part  of  a  sen- 
atorial district.  If  it  should  be  made  a  city,  and  retain 
the  same  population  as  it  had  in  the  year  1890,  there  is 
nothing  in  Articles  XXI.  and  XXII.  which  requires  that 
it  should  be  divided  into  wards.

•*  Sect,  7.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  property, 
right,  title  or  interest  of  the  Commonwealth." 

After  debate  the  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill, 
as  amended,  was  passed  to  be  engrossed,  in  concurrence, 
and  sent  up  for  concurrence  in  the  amendment. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Cities,  reference  to  the 
next  General  Court,  on  the  petition  of  the  board  of  alder- 
men of  the  city  of  Boston  that  said  city  may  be  authorized 
to  borrow  $500,000  outside  the  debt  limit  for  the  purpose 
of  building  a  new  bridge  to  Charlestown,  was  laid  on  the 
table,  on  motion  of  Mr.  James  E.  Hayes  of  Boston. 

The  House  refused  to  concur  with  the  Senate  in  its 
amendments  to  the  House  amendments  to  the  Senate  Bill 
constituting  ten  hours  in  twelve  consecutive  hours  a  day's 
work  for  certain  employees  of  street  railway  companies 
(Senate,  No.  262).  On  motion  of  Mr.  Darling  of  Hyde 
Park,  the  House  asked  for  a  committee  of  conference. 
Messrs.  Darling  of  Hyde  Park,  Moriarty  of  Worcester 
and  Koss  of  New  Bedford  were  appointed  as  the  committee 
on  the  part  of  the  House,  and  the  bill  was  returned  to  the 
Senate  endorsed  accordingly. 

The  House  refused  to  concur  with  the  Senate  in  its 
amendments  to  the  House  Resolve  relating  to  the  World's 
Columbian  Exposition  at  Chicago  (House,  No.  877).  On 
motion  of  Mr.  Myers  of  Cambridge,  the  House  asked  for 
a  committee  of  conference. 

The  Bill  to  incorporate  the  Scituate  Water  Company 
(House,  No.  295)  was  read  a  second  time  and  considered. 
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Pending  the  question  on  ordering  it  to  a  third  reading, 
Mr.  Thompson  of  Worcester  moved  to  amend  by  inserting 
a  new  section,  to  be  numbered  section  7,  as  follows:  — 

••  Sect,  7.  The  town  of  Scituate  shall  have  the  right 
at  any  time  to  take,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  the  fran- 
chise, corporate  property  and  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
of  said  corporation,  on  payment  to  said  corporation  of  the 
actual  cost  of  its  franchi§e,  works  and  property  of  all 
kinds  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  including  in 
such  cost  interest  on  each  expenditure  from  its  date  to 
the  date  of  said  purchase  or  taking,  as  herein  provided, 
at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent,  per  annum.  If  the  cost  of 
maintaining  and  operating  the  works  of  said  corporation 
shall  exceed  in  any  year  the  income  derived  from  said 
works  by  said  corporation  for  that  year,  then  such  excess 
shall  be  added  to  the  total  cost ;  and  if  the  income  derived 
from  said  works  by  said  corporation  exceeds  in  any  year  the 
cost  of  maintaining  and  operating  said  works  for  that  year, 
then  such  excess  shall  be  deducted  from  the  total  cost.  An 
itemized  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
said  corporation  shall  be  annually  submitted  to  the  select- 
men of  the  town  of  Scituate,  and  by  said  i<>electmen  to  the 
citizens  of  said  town.  If  said  corporation  has  incurred 
indebtedness,  the  amount  of  such  indebtedness  outstand- 
ing at  the  time  of  such  taking  shall  be  assumed  by  said 
town  and  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amount  required 
to  be  paid  by  said  town  to  said  corporation  under  the 
foregoing  provisions  of  this  section.  This  authority  to 
purchase  such  franchise  and  property  is  granted  on  con- 
dition that  the  purchase  is  assented  to  by  said  town 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  voters  of  said  town  present 
and  voting  thereon  at  a  meeting  legally  called  for  that 
purpose." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill,  as  amended, 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

The  Bill  to  incorporate  the  Maiden,  Melrose  and  Stone-

Pending  the  amendment,  and  pending  the  main  question 
on  passing  the  bill  to  be  engrossed,  it  was,  on  further 
motion  of  Mr.  Moriarty,  postponed  for  further  considera- 
tion until  to-morrow. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Cities,  reference  to  the 
next  General  Court,  on  the  petition  (with  accompanying 
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bill,  Hcmse,  No.  701)  of  Henry  Winn,  mayor  of  Maiden, 
for  amendments  to  the  city  charter  of  said  city,  conferring 
more  powers  upon  the  mayor,  was  considered.

The  Bill  relating  to  betterments  for  the  construction  of 
highways  and  other  public  improvements  (printed  as 
Senate,  No.  148)  was  read  a  second  time,  and  pending  the 
question  on  ordering  it  to  a  third  reading,  it  was  post- 
poned for  further  consideration  until  to-morrow,  on  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  Bessom  of  Lynn.

also  by  inserting  after  the  words  '' Barnstable  bay  **  in 
the  fifth  line  thereof  the  following  words  :  *'  or  beginning 
at  some  convenient  point  in  Nantucket  sound,  near  the 
point  where  Bass  river,  so  called,  in  the  towns  of  Denni:} 
and  Yarmouth,  empties  into  said  Nantucket  sound,  aod 
extending  thence  to  some  convenient  point  in  Massachu- 
setts bay,  or  Cape  Cod  bay,  following  the  bed  of  said 
Bass  river  during  so  much  of  its  course  as  may  be  deemed 
advantageous  to  said  corporation ; "  and  also  by  inserting 
after  the  words  ''  Barnstable  bay"  in  the  eighteenth  line 
the  following  words :  ''or  in  Cape  Cod  bay,  Bass  river 
or  Nantucket  sound/' 

In  section  15  by  inserting  after  the  words  "Bourne, 
Bournedale,  and  Sagamore,"  in  the  second  line,  the 
following  words :  "  or  at  Dennis  and  Yarmouth,  according 
to  the  location  adopted  by  said  canal  company  for  their 
said  canal  as  hereinbefore  provided ; "  also  by  inserting

^^Sect.  29.  No  capital  stock  or  bonds  shall  he  issued 
under  this  act  until  the  terms  of  such  issue  shall  have  been 
submitted  to  the  joint  board  provided  for  in  section  8  of 
this  act  and  approved  by  them,  and  if  they  approve  such 
issue  a  certificate  setting  forth  such  approval  shall  be 
executed  by  said  joint  board  and  filed  by  said  company  in 
the  oflSce  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth." 

At  ten  minutes  past  three  o'clock,  on  motion  of  Mr.

The  Bill  relating  to  the  hours  of  labor  of  minors  and 
women  employed  in  manufacturing  and  mechanical  estab- 
lishments (House,  No.  196)  was  further  considered,  the 
question  being  on  ordering  it  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Tuttie  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  in  section  1, 
lines  3  and  4,  by  striking  out  the  words  **  more  than  fifty- 
four  hours  in  a  week,"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  words:  •*  more  than  an  average  during  each 
year  of  fifty-four  hours  in  a  week,  or  if  the  tenn  of  em- 
ployment is  less  than  a  year,  more  than  an  average  of 
fifty-four  hours  in  a  week  during  such  term." 
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Mr.  Ros8  of  New  Bedford  moved  to  amend  by  the  sub- 
stitution of  a  bill  with  the  same  title  (House,  No.  932). 

After  debate,  the  previous  question  having  been 
ordered,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Estabrooks  of  Newton,  the 
amendment  moved  by  Mr.  Tuttle  was  rejected. 

The  bill  moved  as  an  amendment  by  Mr.  Ross  was  sub- 
stituted by  a  vote  of  82  to  43,  and  the  bill,  as  amended, 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  by  a  vote  of  96  to  46.

legislation  on  the  same  subject. 

Said  committee  shall  be  furnished  a  room  in  the  State 
House,  shall  have  leave  to  employ  a  stenographer,  shall 
be  furnished  with  stationery  and  postage,  may  send  for 
persons  and  papers,  may  hold  sessions  in  such  parts  of  the 
Commonwealth  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  shall 
report  in  print  to  the  next  General  Court  on  or  before  the 
first  Wednesday  of  February. 

Mr.  John  Quinn,  Jr.,  moved  to  amend  in  line  1,  by 
striking  out  the  word  '*  joint ; "  also  in  line  2,  by  strikiug 
out  the  word  '*  three,"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
word  *  *  five  ; "  also  in  lines  2  and  3  by  striking  out  the  words

connection  with  the  discharge  of  said  duties,  or  have 
otherwise  conducted  themselves  in  a  manner  prejudicial  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Said  committee  shall  be  furnished  a  room  in  the  State 
House,  shall  have  leave  to  employ  a  stenographer,  shall 
be  furnished  with  stationery  and  postage,  may  send  for 
persons,  books,  documents  and  papers,  may  hold  sessions 
in  such  parts  of  the  Commonwealth  as  they  may  deem 
expedient,  shall  report  in  print  to  the  next  General  Court 
on  or  before  the  second  Wednesday  of  January,  and  shall 
be  paid  such  compeiisation  as  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Governor  and  Council.

plated by  this  instrument,"  which  amendment  was  adopted 
by  a  vote  of  81  to  51. 

Mr.  Crowell  of  Yarmouth  moved  to  amend  in  section

Any  city 
or  town  may,  by  a  vote  passed  in  the  manner  provided 
in  section  seven  of  chapter  twenty-nine  of  the  Pub- 
lic Statutes,  procure  and  maintain  within  its  limits 
such  lands,  buildings,  machinery  and  appliances  as  it 
may  deem  necessary  or  convenient  for  making,  generating. 
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distributing  and  using  gas  or  electricity,  or  both,  for  its 
municipal  uses,  and  may  for  such  uses  make,  generate 
and  distribute  gas  and  electricity ;  and  none  of  the  pro- 
visions of  any  of  the  preceding  sections  of  this  act  shall 
apply  to  any  city  or  town  manufacturing,  distributing  and 
using  gas  or  electricity  under  authority  of  this  section.'" 

Mr.  Hall  of  Woburn  moved  to  amend  by  adding  at  the 
end  of  section  2  the  words  **as  to  the  plant  sold;"  also 
in  section  8,  line  7,  by  inserting,  after  the  word  **  town," 
the  words  •*  or  any  corporation." 

Pending  the  amendments,  Mr.  Hall  moved  that  the  bill 
be  postponed  for  further  consideration  until  Tuesday, 
May  23. 

Mr.  Moriarty  of  Worcester  moved  that  it  be  postponed 
for  further  consideration  until  to-morrow. 

The  question  was  first  put  on  the  more  remote  time. 
The  motion  of  Mr.  Hall  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  45  to  60. 
The  motion  of  Mr.  Moriarty  prevailed,  and  the  bill  was 
accordingly  postponed  for  further  consideration  until  to- 
morrow. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Manufactures,  refer- 
ence to  the  next  General  Court,  on  so  much  of  the  petition 
(with  accompanying  bill.  House,  No.  492)  of  Hamilton 
L.  Perkins  and  others  for  incorporation  as  the  Haverhill 
and  Salem  Street  Railway  Company  as  relates  to  furnish- 
ing electricity  for  heat,  light,  power  or  other  mechanical 
or  manufacturing  purposes  to  any  person,  persons  or  cor- 
poration within  any  of  the  towns  mentioned  in  said  peti- 
tion, was  postponed  for  further  consideration  until  to-mor- 
row, on  motion  of  Mr.  Donahue  of  Haverhill. 

The  Bill  to  establish  uniform  forms  for  the  return  of 
property  for  taxation  (House,  No.  936)  was  read  a  second 
time  and  considered. 

Pending  the  question  on  ordering  it  to  a  third  reading, 
Mr.  Meyer  of  Boston  raised  the  point  of  order  that  the 
bill  was  not  in  order,  for  the  reason  that  under  the  resolve 
(chapter  55  of  the  present  year)  the  Tax  Commissioner 
was  instructed  to  prepare  uniform  forms  for  the  return  of 
property  for  taxation,  whereas  the  bill  transmitted  by 
him  and  reported  by  the  committee  provided  in  addition 
for  a  change  in  the  statutes. 

The  Speaker  ruled  as  follows  :  — 

**  The  point  of  order  is  raised  by  the  gentleman  from 
Boston  that  -the  committee  on  Taxation  has  reported  a 


Point  of  order. 
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form  which  is  beyond  the  scope  of  the  matter  referred  to 
them.  The  bill  is  claimed  by  the  gentleman  from  Boston 
to  provide  for  a  change  in  the  law  requiring  certain  per- 
sonal securities  to  be  taxed,  while  the  order  provides  for 
revising  forms  of  making  returns  of  personal  property 
subject  to  taxation. 

'*  The  Chair  will  state  that  the  point  of  order  raised  by 
the  gentleman  from  Boston  is,  on  the  surface,  good,  but 
he  has  overlooked  an  important  point.  The  Commissioner 
on  Taxation  was  directed  by  the  House  to  prepare  a 
certain  form  for  the  use  of  the  House ;  the  Commissioner 
on  Taxation  apparently  did  more  than  that ;  he  appears, 
from  the  statement  made  by  the  gentleman  from  Boston, 
to  have  recommended  a  change  in  the  tax  laws ;  but  the 
House  directed  the  committee  on  Taxation  to  report  a  bill 
in  the  form  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Tax  Commis- 
sioner, thereby  accepting  the  act  of  the  Tax  Commissioner 
as  its  own ;  and  the  committee  on  Taxation  appears  to 
have  done  nothing  more  or  less  than  as  the  House  directed. 
If  there  has  been  any  error  it  must  have  been  with  the 
Tax  Commissioner,  which  the  House  has  made  valid.  The 
committee  reported  the  bill  in  the  form  the  House  directed, 
and,  that  being  the  case,  the  bill  is  properly  before  the 
House." 

The  bill  was  then  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

The  Bill  relative  to  the  release  of  persons  arrested  for 
drunkenness  (Senate,  No.  315)  was  read  a  third  time  and 
considered. 

Mr.  Myers  of  Cambridge  moved  to  amend  in  section 
1  by  striking  out,  in  lines  26  and  27,  the  words  **  when 
brought  before  the  court,"  and  inserting  in  line  27,  after 
the  word  "  custody,"  the  words  '*  without  arraignment." 

Mr.  Hayes  of  Lowell  moved  that  the  bill,  with  the 
pending  amendment,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  the 
Liquor  Law,  under  a  suspension  of  the  5th  joint  rule, 
which  motion,  after  debate,  was  lost. 

Mr.  Hayes  moved  to  amend  in  section  1,  line  2,  by 
striking  out  the  word  *' shall,"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word  '*  may." 

After  debate,  the  amendments  moved  by  Mr.  Myers 
were  severally  adopted.  The  amendment  moved  by  Mr. 
Hayes  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  47  to  95,  and  the  bill,  as 
amended,  was  passed  to  be  engrossed,  in  concurrence,  by 
a  vote  of  106  to  45,  and  sent  up  for  concurrence  in  the 
amendments. 
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The  Bill  in  relation  to  the  construction  of  a  sea  wall  and 
the  extension  of  the  Charles  River  embankment  by  the 
city  of  Boston  (Senate,  No.  369)  was  read  a  second  time, 
and  pending  the  question  on  ordering  it  to  a  third  read- 
ing, it  was  laid  on  the  table,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Bennett  of 
Everett. 

The  Bill  relating  to  the  election  of  members  of  the  board 
of  aldermen  in  the  city  of  Boston  (Senate,  No.  74)  was 
read  a  second  time  and  considered. 

Mr.  Hayes  of  Lowell  moved  to  amend  in  section  1,  line 
1,  by  striking  out  the  words  "  in  Boston,"  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  words  *'  in  all  cities  of  the  Common- 
wealth." 

Mr.  Hoar  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  in  section  1,  line 
1,  by  striking  out  the  words  **  in  Boston,"  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  words  '*  in  all  cities  of  fifty  thousand 
inhabitants  or  more." 

Mr.  Richard  Sullivan  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  in 
section  2  by  striking  out,  in  lines  1  to  3,  inclusive,  the 
words  **  No  voter  shall  vote  for  more  than  seven  alder- 
men on  one  ballot,  and  the  twelve  having  the  highest 
number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  elected." 

Mr.  Richard  J.  Hayes  moved  to  amend  by  adding  a  new 
section,  to  be  numbered  section  4,  as  follows  :  **  Section 
4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  approval  of  the  mayor 
and  city  council  of  Boston." 

At  twenty-two  minutes  past  three  o'clock,  on  motion 
of  Mr.  Dodge  of  Natick,  it  was  voted  that  debate  be 
closed  in  thirty  minutes,  unless  a  vote  should  be  sooner 
reached. 

After  debate,  the  amendment  moved  by  Mr.  Hayes  of 
Lowell  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  56  to  89. 

The  amendment  moved  by  Mr.  Hoar  was  rejected. 

On  the  question  on  the  adoption  of  the  amendment 
moved  by  Mr.  Richard  Sullivan,  the  yeas  and  nays  were 
ordered,  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Sullivan,  and  the  roll  being 
called,  the  amendment  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  55  yeas

Were  severally  passed  to  be  enacted,  signed  and  sent 
to  the  Senate. 

An  engrossed  Resolve  to  provide  a  system  of  electric  ReMive  pMwd. 
lighting  for  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory  (which  origi- 
nated in  the  Senate)  was  passed,  signed  and  sent  to  the 
Senate. 

Orders  of  the  Day. 

The  Bill  in  relation  to  sidewalks  in  the  city  of  Boston  ordenofUie 
(House,  No.  705)  was  read  a  third  time  and  was  passed  ^^* 
to  be  engrossed,  in  concurrence. 

The  Bill  to  revise  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Lowell 
(Senate,  No.  362),  being  the  unfinished  business  of 
Friday,  was  further  considered,  the  question  being  on 
passing  it  to  be  engrossed,  in  concurrence. 

The  pending  amendment  moved  by  Mr.  Hayes  of 
Lowell  was  withdrawn  by  that  gentleman,  there  being  no 
objection. 

Mr.  Hayes  moved  to  amend  by  striking  out  section  6 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  **  Section 
6,  All  the  nine  aldermen  shall  be  elected  at  large  at  the 
municipal  election  in  each  year  by  the  qualified  voters  of 
the  city.  No  voter  shall  vote  for  more  than  six  aldermen 
on  one  ballot,  and  the  nine  having  the  highest  number  of 
votes  shall  be  declared  elected.  The  aldermen  shall  hold 
office  from  the  first  Monday  in  January  next  succeeding 
their  election  to  the  first  Monday  of  the  following  Jan- 
uary." 

Also  in  section  33,  by  striking  out  lines  14  and  15  and 
the  instruction  to  voters  immediately  following ;  also  cor- 
rect the  numbering  of  the  following  propositions,  as  far 
as  the  number  in  Kne  32 ;  also  in  the  same  section,  by 
striking  out  lines  40  to  46,  inclusive ;  also  in  the  same 
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section,  line  47,  by  changing  the  word  **  third"  to 
•'  second  ; "  also  in  line  54,  by  changing  the  word  *'  fourth" 
to  **  third ; "  also  in  line  61 ,  by  changing  the  word  **  fifth  " 
to  **  fourth;"  also  in  line  68,  by  chiauginff  the  word 
'•sixth"  to  "fifth;"  also  in  line  75,  by  changing  the 
word  *•  seventh  "to  **  sixth ; "  also  in  line  82,  by  changing 
the  word  **  eighth"  to  **  seventh;"  also  in  line  91,  by 
inserting  the  word  **or''  before  the  word  **  seventh;" 
also  by  striking  out  the  words  *'  or  eighth." 

The  amendments  were  severally  adopted,  and  the  bill, 
as  amended,  was  passed  to  be  engrossed,  in  concurrence, 
and  sent  up  for  concurrence  in  the  amendments  adopted 
by  the  House. 

The  Bill  to  designate  times  and  places  for  holding  the 
sessions  of  the  district  court  of  southern  Norfolk 
(House,  No.  255)  was  further  considered,  the  question 
being  on  ordering  it  to  a  third  reading. 

After  debate,  the  previous  question  having  been  ordered, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Parkhurst  of  Clinton,  the  amendment 
recommended  by  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary  was  re- 
jected by  a  vote  of  52  to  68,  aud  the  House  refused  to 
order  the  bill  to  a  third  reading  by  a  vote  of  57  to  73. 

The  Bill  providing  for  the  appointment  of  advisory

fire  and  other  uses,  having  previously  obtained  legislative 
authority  for  so  doing;  and  in  case  the  said  towns  of 
Wakefield  and  Stoneham  shall  so  take  the  water  of  said 
river,  the  said  towns  shall  pay  to  the  said  city  of  Lynn 
such  sum  of  money  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  by  said  towns 
and  said  city  as  the  just  and  proportionate  part  or  share 
of  said  towns  of  Wakefield  and  Stoneham  of  the  amount 
of  damages  that  shall  have  been  lawfully  paid  by  or 
assessed  or  awarded  against  said  city  of  Lynn  for  taking 
the  waters  of  said  Saugus  river  or  water  rights  therein  or 
connected  therewith  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
And  in  case  said  city  of  Lynn  and  said  towns  of 
Wakefield  and  Stoneham  shall  not  agree  upon  the 
amount  to  be  -  paid  as  aforesaid  to  said  city  of  Lynn, 
then  either  party  may  petition  the  superior  court  for  the 
appointment  of  a  commission  of  three  suitable  persons, 
who  shall  hear  the  parties  and  determine  the  amount  of 
money  that  shall  be  paid  by  said  towns  to  the  city  of 
Lynn  as  the  just  and  proportionate  share  or  part  of  said 
town  for  damages  lawfully  paid  by,  assessed  or  awarded 
against  said  city  of  Lynn  for  the  taking  of  the  waters  of 
said  Saugus  river  and  the  waters  which  flow  into  the  same 
and  for  injury  to  water  rights  consequent  upon  such  tak- 
ing under  the  provisions  of  this  act.**

Reports  of  Committees. 

By  Mr.  Myers  of  Cambridge,  from  the  committee  on 
Rules,  on  the  message  from  His  Excellency  the  Governor, 
transmitting  a  communication  from  the  Boston  Associated 
Board  of  Trade  and  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Trade, 
relating  to  special  charters  and  privileges  given  to  quasi- 
public  corporations,  in  part,  a  Bill  relating  to  leases  and 
consolidations  of  railroad  and  street  railway  companies.

**  The  House  adopted  an  order  directing  a  special  com- 
mittee to  investigate  the  Bay  State  Gas  Company,  ai)d 
directed  that  said  committee  should  find  out  whether  the 
company  had  violated  its  charter  and  traversed  the  laws 
of  the  Commonwealth,  and  consider  how  to  compel  it  to 
sell  gas  to  citizens  of  the  community,  and  also  gas  com- 
panies, at  a  reatonable  price.  It  must  he  clear  to  even- 
one  that  the  only  report  that  could  be  made  by  the 
committee  concerned  only  the  matters  referred  to  it  I)y 
the  House.  The  committee  had  no  right  to  make  a  re- 
port affecting  anyone  else  beside  the  Bay  State  Gras  Com- 
pany. The  point  of  order  would  be  well  taken  unless 
the  rule  is  followed  that  a  special  law  can  be  changed  into 
a  general  law.  This  rule  is  a  matter  of  recent  growth. 
It  was  formerly  held  that  a  special  law  could  not  be 
changed,  but  under  the  present  rule  a  special  law  may 
be  changed  to  a  general  act.  The  report  undoubtedly 
refers  to  records  kept  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Gas 
and  Electric  Light  Commissioners,  to  which  records  the 
present  bill  refers.  It  is  not  a  question  of  whether  or 
not  the  committee  made  that  report,  but  whether  or  not 
they  had  a  right  to  make  that  report. 

''  It  is  claimed  that  the  committee  has  a  right  to  make 
any  report  it  chooses  for  the  benefit  of  the  community  < 
but  the  Chair  is  obliged  to  take  the  position  that  the 
House  cannot  consider  any  part  of  the  report  which  was 
made  in  violation  of  rule  and  beyond  the  scope  of  the 
matter  referred  to  the  committee.  The  simple  question 
is,  whether  or  not  the  extension  of  this  bill  in  regard  to 
the  returns  kept  by  the  Board  of  Gras  and  Electric  Light 
Commissioners  of  the  gas  and  electric  light  companies 
comes  within  that  part  of  the  order  which  provides  that 
the  committee  may  report  *  whether  the  charter  of  any 
of  said  companies  should  be  revoked,  and  what  legisla- 
tion is  needed,  if  any,  to  enable  the  Board  of  Gras  and 
Electric  Light  Commissioners  to  compel  said  Bay  State 
Gas  Company  to  sell  gas  to  said  other  companies  at  a 
reasonable  price,  and  to  compel  said  other  companies  to 
sell  to  consumers  at  reasonable  prices/ 
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The  suggestion  that  the  words  *  gas  and  electric  light' 
companies  refer  only  to  companies  engaged  in  furnishing 
both  gas  and  electricity  is  the  only  one  upon  which  the 
Chair  can  base  a  decision  that  the  point  of  order  is  not 
well  taken.  Taking  the  broadest  view  of  the  case,  so 
that  the  part  of  the  report  which  applies  to  the  Bay  State 
Gas  Company  may  be  applied  to  all  gas  companies  doing 
business  in  the  Commonwealth,  the  Chair  is  of  the  opinion, 
although  it  is  a  wide  view,  that  the  point  of  order  is  not 
well  taken. 

**  The  bill,  on  this  basis,  could  be  made,  therefore,  to 
apply  to  gas  companies,  which  is  a  generalization  of  the 
special  law  which  the  committee  could  undoubtedly  re- 
port, and  upon  which,  by  recent  decisions  of  the  House, 
a  general  bill  may  be  based.  If  these  companies  are  also 
engaged  in  the  business  of  electric  lighting,  they  may 
naturally  be  included  in  the  proposed  legislation,  though 
it  could  not  extend  to  companies  not  included  in  the  list 
of  gas  companies.  The  point  of  order  is  declared  not  to 
be  well  taken,  on  the  presumption  stated  on  the  floor,  that 
this  section  of  the  bill  refers  only  to  gas  companies,  though 
they  may  do  also  another  kind  of  lighting  business."

By  Mr.  Hoyt  of  Haverhill,  from  the  same  committee, 
that  the  Senate  Bill  relative  to  the  printing  of  the  report 
of  the  Adjutant-General  (Senate,  No.  341)  ought  to  pass. 

Severally  placed  in  the  orders  of  the  day  for  to-morrow 
for  a  second  reading. 

Discharged  from  the  Orders. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Moriarty  of  Worcester,  the  Bill  to 
revise  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Worcester  (Senate,  No. 
354)  was  discharged  from  the  orders  of  the  day,  under  a 
suspension  of  the  rule. 

Pending  the  question  on  passing  the  bill  to  be  engrossed, 
Mr.  Moriarty  moved  to  amend  in  section  32,  line  25, 
after  the  word  **  Worcester,"  by  inserting  the  words  "  ex- 
cept as  hereinafter  provided  for,"  which  amendment  was 
adopted. 

The  same  gentleman  also  moved  to  amend  in  section 
54  (as  inserted  by  the  House) ,  in  line  6,  by  inseiling,  after 
the  word  ••  mayor,"  the  words  **  in  March  ; "  also  in  line 
7  by  striking  out  the  word  *<  May,"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word  **  March,"  which  amendments  were 
severally  adopted. 

The  same  ^^entleman  also  moved  to  amend  the  amend- 
ments  recommended  by  the  committee  on  Bills  in  toe 
Third  Reading  (House,  No.  1033)  as  follows:  — 

Substitute  the  following  for  the  Form  Two  of  section  9  : 
**Form  Two.  The  city  council  shall  be  composed  of  two 
branches,  one  of  which  shall  be  called  the  board  of  alder- 
men, and  the  other  the  common  council.  The  hoard  of 
aldermen  shall  be  composed  of  nine  members,  who 
shall  be  elected  annually  by  and  from  the  qualified 
voters     of     the     entire     city,     but     no     voter    shall 
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vote  for  more  than  six  of  the  nine  aldermen  on  one  ballot, 
and  the  nine  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be 
declared  elected.  Members  of  the  common  council  shall 
be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  each  ward.  The 
common  council  shall  consist  of  three  members  from 
each  ward,  who  shall  be  residents  of  the  wards  from  which 
they  are  elected.  At  each  election,  until  a  new  division  of 
the  city  into  wards  is  made,  there  shall  be  elected  as  many 
common  councilmen  as  may  be  necessary  to  fill  the  vacancies 
caused  by  expiration  of  terms  of  service,  who  shall  hold 
office  for  the  two  municipal  years  next  succeeding  their 
election.  In  any  year  when  a  new  division  of  the  city 
into  wards  is  made  the  terms  of  all  the  members  of  the 
common  council  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  such  municipal 
year.  In  the  municipal  election  succeeding  each  new  di- 
vision of  the  city  into  wards  there  shall  be  elected  three 
common  councilmen  from  each  ward,  two  of  those  so 
elected  from  the  even  numbered  wards  to  hold  office 
for  the  two  municipal  years  next  succeeding  their  election, 
and  one  of  those  so  elected  from  the  even  numbered  wards 
to  hold  office  for  one  municipal  year  next  succeeding  his 
election ;  one  of  those  so  elected  from  each  of  the  odd 
numbered  wards  to  hold  office  for  the  municipal  year 
next  succeeding  his  election,  and  two  of  those  so  elected 
from  the  odd  numbered  wards  to  hold  office  for  the  two 
municipal  years  next  succeeding  their  election.  There- 
after, annually,  there  shall  be  elected  as  many  common 
councilmen  for  the  two  municipal  years  next  succeeding 
*  their  election  as  may  be  necessary  to  fill  the  vacancies 
caused  by  expiration  of  terms  of  service." 

Also  in  section  56,  line  10,  after  the  word  '*  accepted,** 
in  line.  11,  after  the  word  '*  representation,*'  and  in  line 
13,  after  the  word  **  commissioners,"  respectively,  insert 
the  words  '<  Yes.     No." 

The  amendments  to  the  amendments  were  severally 
adopted,  the  amendments,  as  amended,  were  then  sever- 
ally adopted,  and  the  bill,  as  amended,  was  passed  to  be 
engrossed,  in  concurrence,  and  sent  up  for  concurrence  in 
the  amendments  adopted  by  the  House.

11  by  strikinir  out  the  words  **  nor  more  than  thirty-five 
feet." 

Mr.  Parker  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  in  section  4  by 
striking  out  all  after  the  word  *'  width,"  in  line  9,  down 
to  and  including  the  words  '*  street  shall  be  taken,"  in 
line  18  of  the  same  section  ;  also  by  inserting  after  the 
word  "  determine,"  in  line  19  of  the  same  section,  the 
words  **  but  not  on  Boston  Common."

At  twenty-three  minutes  past  three  o'clock,  Mr.  Dodge 
of  Natick  moved  that  debate  on  the  bill  and  pending 
amendments  be  closed  at  4  o'clock,  unless  a  vote  should 
be  sooner  reached,  which  motion,  after  debate,  was  lost. 
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Subsequently  Mr.  Mellen  of  Worcester  moved  that  the 
House  take  up  the  bill  section  by  section,  that  debate  be 
limited  to  fifteen  minutes  on  each  section,  and  that  no 
member  be  allowed  more  than  five  minutes  on  each  sec- 
tion. 

Mr.  Estabrooks  of  Newton  moved  to  amend  the  motion 
by  striking  out  the  word  *<  five  "and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word  '*  three." 

The  question  was  first  put  on  allowing  the  word  '*  five" 
to  remain,  which  was  rejected,  and  the  amendment  moved 
by  Mr.  Estabrooks  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  69  to  45. 

The  motion  was  then  rejected  by  a  vote  of  60  to  70,

in  this  case,  the  Chair  is  of  the  opinion  that,  inasmuch  as 
the  gentleman  who  offers  the  amendment  is  also  in  charge 
of  the  bill,  he  should  not  be  deprived  of  the  ten  minutes, 
and,  therefore,  the  point  of  order  is  not  well  taken."

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in  such  parts  of  the  Commonwealth  as  they  may  deem 
expedient,  shall  report  in  print  to  the  next  General  Court 
on  or  before  the  second  Wednesday  of  January,  and  shall 
be  paid  such  compensation  as  shall  be  determined  by  the

The  House  non-concurred  with  the  Senate  in  the  follow- 
ing amendment :  add  at  the  end  of  section  4  the  words  ''said 
commissioners  shall  also  widen  Boylston  street  between 
Tremont  street  and  Charles  street  to  a  width  not  exceed- 
ing eighty  feet,  by  taking  a  strip  off  Boston  Common.'* 

The  House  non-concurred  with  the  Senate  in  the  fol- 
lowing amendment  by  a  vote  of  72  to  104 :  add  at  the 
end  of  section  6  the  following:  <<in  determining  the 
damages  sustained  as  aforesaid,  no  allowance  shall  be 
made  for  consequential  or  incidental  injuries  resultin^: 
from  the  location,  construction  or  operation  of  an  elevated 
railroad  over  the  land  so  taken,  or  from  the  construction 
and  maintenance  of  any  subway  under  the  surface  thereof. 
except  for  such  injuries,  if  any  there  be,  as  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  requires  that  compensation 
shall  be  made  for.** 

On  the  question  on  concurring  with  the  Senate  in  the 
amendment  striking  out  section  27,  Mr.  Estabrooks  of 
Newton  moved  that  the  House  concur  in  the  amendment 
with  an  amendment,  inserting  a  new  section,  to  be 
numbered  section  27,  as  follows: —    * 

«'  Sect.  27.  This  act  shall  not  be  operative  till  it  has 
been  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  each 
city  and  town  through  which  said  elevated  road  runs, 
voting  thereon  at  a  regular  election." 

The  motion  was  adopted,  and  the  House  concurred  in 
the  amendment  with  the  amendment. 

Subsequently  the  vote  whereby  the  House  concurred  in 
the  amendment  with  an  amendment  was  reconsidered,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Dodge  of  Natick.  Pending  the  recurring 
question  on  concurring  with  the  Senate  in  the  amendment 
with  an  amendment,  the  amendment  moved  by  Mr.  Esta- 
brooks was  withdrawn  by  that  gentleman,  there  being  no 
objection,  and  the  House  non-concurred  in  the  amendment 
striking  out  section  27.  The  bill  was  returned  to  the 
Senate  endorsed  accordingly. 
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Papers  from  the  Senate. 

The  House  Bill  to  provide  rapid  transit  in  Bostoo  and  SSmiSSJof*"" 
vicinity  came  down  with  the  endorsement  that  the  Senate  oonferenc*. 
insisted  on  the  Senate  amendments  at  '<B,"  '<D"  and 
**  G,"  and  asked  for  a  committee  of  conference,  and  that 
Messrs.  Kittredge,  Merrill  and  Kennedy  had  been  ap- 
pointed as  a  committee  on  the  part  of  that  branch.

Subsequently,  a  report  was  received  from  the  committee 
recommending  that  the  Senate  recede  from  its  amendments 
at  *«  B,"  "  D"  and  *'  G,"  and  that  section  27  be  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows  :  ^^Sect.  27.  This  act  shall  not  be 
operative  until  it  has  been  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
voters  of  said  city  voting  at  a  State  or  municipal  election 
or  at  a  special  election  called,  on  at  least  fourteen  days' 
notice,  by  the  mayor  of  said  city,  and  to  be  held  during 
the  month  of  October  in  the  year  1893."  The  report  hav- 
ing been  accepted  by  the  Senate,  was  read  and  considered, 
under  a  suspension  of  the  rule,  moved  by  Mr.  Dodge  of 
Natick,  and  after  debate,  the  previous  question  having 
been  ordered,  on  motion  of  Mr.  McCarthy  of  Boston,  it 
was  accepted,  in  concurrence.

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After  debate,  the  previoas  question  having  been  ordered, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Mahoney  of  Boston,  the  motion  to  strike 
out  the  enacting  clause  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  68  to  M, 
and  the  bill  was  passed  to  be  enacted,  signed  and  sent  to 
the  Senate.

After  remarks  by  Messrs.  Myers  of  Cambridge,  Malooe 
of  Greenfield,  McEvoy  of  Lowell,  Parkhurst  of  ClintoD, 
Moore  of  Walpole  and  Moriarty  of  Worcester,  the  resolu- 
tion was  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

The  Speaker  resumed  the  chair  and  spoke  as  follows :  — 

Gentlemen  :  —  For  this  marked  expression  of  your 
confidence  and  good  will  allow  me  to  tender  my  sincere 
thanks. 

The  closing  of  a  session  of  the  legislature  is  always  an 
interesting  event  to  its  members,  who  for  several  months, 
having  come  together  for  the  most  part  as  strangers,  are 
thrown  together,  not  only  for  the  consideration  of  impor- 
tant public  interests  but  also  for  the  development  of  those 
social  and  personal  relations  which  are  never  more  appre- 
ciated than  when  the  time  comes  for  us  to  separate.  In 
my  own  case  this  feeling  comes  with  special  weight  to-nigbt 
as,  by  your  favor,  this  marks  the  completion  of  five  years* 
consecutive  service  as  speaker  of  this  House,  a  period  not 
equalled  in  the  experience  of  any  man  now  living.  It  is 
also  accompanied  by  the  fact  that  in  point  of  consecutive 
service  I  am  now  the  oldest  member. 

It  is  a  great  credit  to  be  a  member  of  this  body,  and 
especially  to  those  who  have  been  here  long  enough  to  have 
become  in  some  way  identified  with  it,  even  by  measure 
of  service,  it  is  a  distinction  of  which  to  be  excusably 
proud.  No  finer  compliment  has  been  paid  to  any 
public  body  than  that  given  by  our  senator  in  congress 
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in  a  recent  speech ,  when  he  paid  a  tribute  to  the 
standing  and  character  of  the  General  Court  of  Mas- 
sachusetts which  would  sound  almost  fulsome  in  its 
nature  were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  its  truthfulness  can- 
not be  disputed. 

It  may  be  that  this  House  is  the  last  one  which  will 
occupy  for  its  deliberations  this  beautiful  and  historic  hall 
which  for  nearly  a  century  has  been  used  by  the  repre- 
sentatiyes  of  the  people  of  this  State.  At  one  time  this 
floor  was  insufficient  for  their  use  and  even  the  galleries 
were  crowded  with  their  members.  All  the  important 
legislation  of  Massachusetts  has  been  formed  within  these 
four  walls.  Our  historic  names  in  public  life  have  gen- 
erally received  their  first  public  recognition  by  service  in 
this  room.  Some  few  there  are  of  whom  this  cannot  be 
said,  but  the  exceptions  go  far  to  prove  the  rule,  that  the 
deliberations  of  this  House  have  first  given  voice  to  the 
utterances  of  the  men  who  in  State  and  nation  have  worthily 
represented  Massachusetts  in  every  capacity. 

Before  another  meeting  of  the  legislature  it  is  promised 
that  a  larger  and  more  ornate  hall  will  be  at  the  service 
of  the  house  of  representatives.  None  can  be  more  beau- 
tiful and  clustered  with  more  inspiring  recollections  than 
this.  In  taking  our  leave  of  it  we  may  properly  express 
the  hope  that  the  examples  set  here  will  be  equalled  in  the 
new  arena. 

Of  the  work  of  this  legislature  it  becomes  us  not  to 
speak  too  positively.  Others  will  pass  upon  its  merits. 
This  can  be  said  however,  that  by  general  consent  this 
House  is  credited  with  having  served  the  public  interest 
with  a  high  desire  to  pass  laws  which  should  be  for  the 
benefit  of  the  people  and  to  correct  abuses  which  have 
developed  in  the  body  politic.  The.  session  has  been  de- 
layed, however,  beyond  what  we  hoped  when  we  met.  It 
has  not  been  caused  by  inattention  to  business,  for  our 
sessions  have  been  more  protracted  and  more  generally 
attended  than  in  most  years.  The  setting  on  foot  of  vari- 
ous inquiries  requiring  large  research  and  investigation 
have  kept  us  here  beyond  our  wish.  That  they  have  not 
been  unfruitful  in  good  results  is  a  sufficient  justification 
for  their  being  taken.  The  general  verdict  is  that  we 
have  labored  to  advance  the  people's  interest,  and  with 
that  admitted,  the  mere  question  of  the  number  of  days 
of  our  session  is  not  vital.     Many  questions  of  the  utmost 
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importaDce  have  been  thmst  apon  as  late  in  the  sessioD, 
and  while  it  is  much  better  that  such  matters  should  be 
brought  up  early,  yet  the  refusal  to  give  them  considera- 
tion on  that  score  would  not  be  appreciated  or  under- 
stood. 

The  personal  enjoyment  which  we  have  had  as  members 
of  the  House  is  general.  The  kind  expressions  which  yoa 
have  made  toward  myself  are  simply  representatives  of 
that  good  feeling  which  has  characterized  our  proceed- 
ings and  our  relations,  one  with  another.  No  parliamenUrr 
body  in  the  world,  of  equal  or  approximate  numbers, 
possesses  the  good  order,  the  decorum  and  the  courtesy 
which  marks  the  proceedings  of  this  House.  They  not 
only  give  us  a  better  consideration  of  public  matters,  bot 
they  make  service  here  a  pleasure.  That  such  a  condi- 
tion of  things  could  continue  to  exist  in  this  body  is  most 
desirable  from  every  stand-point. 

To  the  officers  of  the  House,  Clerk,  Sergeant-at- 
Arms  and  Chaplain,  with  their  assistants,  many  of  whom 
have  for  years  been  in  the  service  which  they  perform, 
too  high  expressions  of  good  will  for  their  faithful  per- 
formance of  duty  cannot  be  made.  It  will  be  our 
pleasure  to  hear  them  properly  set  forth.  We  do  not 
always  appreciate  to  the  full  how  much  of  the  smooth- 
ness of  our  daily  round  is  due  to  the  experience  and 
zeal  which  are  conspicuous  features  of  their  functions. 
The  Chair  wishes  to  extend  to  them  all  his  grateful 
acknowledgment  of  the  assistance  which  he  has  received 
at  their  hands. 

And  now,  gentlemen,  the  time  comes  for  us  to  separate. 
The  gift  with  which  you  have  invested  me  will  be  a  pleas- 
ant reminder  at  all  times  and  under  all  circumstauces  of 
our  relations  here  together.  They  have  been  so  pleasant 
that  under  no  circumstances  can  they  ever  be  forgotten. 
I  bid  you  all  a  pleasant  journey  to  your  homes,  with  the 
best  of  wishes  for  the  future  happiness  and  success  in 
whatever  form  of  public  activity  you  may  be  called,  for 
among  the  men  who  are  now  before  me  many  must  in 
the  course  of  things  be  called  to  stations  of  more  promi- 
nence in  the  future,  though  there  are  none  in  all  public 
life  more  dignified,  or  where  greater  work  can  be  done 
for  the  benefit  of  the  people,  than  here  in  the  considera- 
tion of  the  multifarious  problems  which  are  submitted  to 
the  judgment  of  the  Greneral  Court.

The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which 
the  House  stands  adjourned,  call  the  members  to  order,  and, 
on  the  appearance  of  a  quorum,  proceed  to  business.

2.  He  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order;  may  speak  to 
points  of  order  in  preference  to  other  members;  and  shall 
decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the 
House.

A  committee  on  the  Liquor  Law ; 
A  committee  on  Manufactures ; 
A  committee  on  Mercantile  Affairs ; 
A  committee  on  Military  Affairs ; 
A  committee  on  Parishes  and  Religious  Societies ; 
A  committee  on  Printing ; 
A  committee  on  Prisons ; 
A  committee  on  Public  Charitable  Institutions ; 
A  committee  on  Public  Health ; 
A  committee  on  Public  Service ; 
A  committee  on  Roads  and  Bridges ; 
A  committee  on  State  House ; 
A  committee  on  Street  Railways ; 
A  committee  on  Taxation  ; 
A  committee  on  Towns ; 
A  oommittee  on  Water  Supply ;

A  committee  on  Railroads,  to  consist  of  four  members  on 
the  part  of  the  Senate,  and  eleven  on  the  part  of  the 
House. 

A  committee  on  Expenditures,  to  consist  of  the  committee 
on  the  Treasury  of  the  Senate,  and  the  committee  on  Finance 
of  the  House. 

Matters  referred  by  either  the  Senate  or  the  House  to  its 
committee  on  the  Judiciary,  on  Probate  and  Insolvency,  or  on 
Rules,  shall  be  considered  by  the  respective  committees  of  the 
two  branches,  acting  as  joint  committees,  when,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  chairman  of  the  respective  committees  of  the  two  branches, 
the  interests  of  legislation  or  the  expedition  of  business  will  be 
better  served  by  such  joint  consideration.  Matters  may  also  be 
referred  respectively  to  the  committees  on  the  Judiciary,  on 
Probate  and  Insolvency,  and  on  Rules,  of  the  two  branches,  as 
joint  committees. 

The  committees  on  Rules,  together  with  the  presiding  officers 
of  the  two  branches,  acting  as  a  joint  committee,  may  consider 
and  suggest  such  measures  as  shall,  in  their  judgment,  tend  to 
facilitate  the  business  of  the  session.  [Amended  Jan.  6, 1882 ;

2.  No  member  of  either  branch  shall  act  as  counsel  for  any 
party  before  any  committee  of  the  Legislature. 

3.  No  joint  committee  shall  be  given  authority  to  travel 
outside  of  the  limits  of  the  Commonwealth  except  by  a  oon- 
current  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  each  branch 
present  and  voting  thereon,  and  no  committee  shall  so  travel 
except  at  the  expense  of  the  Commonwealth.  In  any  case 
when  a  committee  is  authorized  to  travel,  the  Sergeant-at-Arms 
shall  provide  transportation  only  for  members  of  the  committee 
and  the  officer  accompanying  them,  and  the  reasonable  travelling 
expenses  of  such  members  and  officers  only  shall  be  charged  to 
or  paid  by  the  Commonwealth.  Neither  the  Sergeant-at-Arms 
nor  the  officer  detailed  by  him  shall  permit  any  person  to  ac- 
company such  committee  while  in  the  discharge  of  its  official 
duties,  unless  invited  by  vote  of  the  oommittee. 
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All  bills  for  the  travelllDg  expenses  of  committees  shall,  in 
sach  form  and  detail  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Auditor  of 
the  Commonwealth,  be  submitted  by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  to 
the  committee  by  whom  they  have  been  incurred;  and  soeh 
bills,  before  they  are  presented  to  the  Auditor  of  the  ComiDOi)- 
wealth,  shall  first  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  conimittet 
incurring  them.  The  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  procure  from  the 
Auditor  and  shall,  on  the  first  Monday  in  each  month,  traosDit 
to  the  General  Court  in  print  a  statement  of  all  such  bills  wbicb 
have  been  presented  to  the  Auditor  during  the  preceding  month.

4.  Joint  committees  may  report  by  bill,  resolve,  or  other- 
wise, to  either  branch,  at  their  discretion,  having  reference  to 
an  equal  distribution  of  business  between  the  two  branches, 
except  that  money  bills  shall  be  reported  to  the  House;  uid 
except  that  when  a  report  is  made  from  any  committee  to  either 
branch,  and  the  subject-matter  thereof  is  subsequently  referred 
therein  to  a  joint  committee,  such  committee  shall  report  its 
action  to  the  branch  in  which  the  original  report  was  made. 
[See  also  next  rule.] 

5.  Reports  of  joint  committees  may  be  recommitted  to  the 
same  committees  at  the  pleasure  of  the  branch  first  acting 
thereon,  and  bills  or  resolves  may  be  recommitted  in  either 
branch,  but  no  such  recommittal  shall  be  made  after  the  fourth 
Wednesday  in  March.  A  concurrent  vote  shall,  however,  be 
necessary  for  the  recommitment  of  such  reports,  bills,  or  re 
solves,  with  instructions.  After  recommitment,  report  shall,  in 
all  cases,  be  made  to  the  branch  originating  the  recommitment.

6.  Bills  and  resolves  reported  by  joint  committees  shall  be 
printed  or  fairly  written  in  a  legible  hand,  without  material 
erasure  or  interlineation,  and  on  not  less  than  one  sheet  of 
paper,  with  suitable  margins,  and  with  spaces  between  the  sev- 
eral sections.  Dates  and  numbers  shall  be  printed  or  written 
in  words  at  length.     [Amended  Jan.  28,  1889.] 

7.  Whenever,  upon  any  application  for  an  act  of  incorpora- 
tion or  other  legislation,  the  purpose  for  which  such  legislation 
is  sought  can  be  secured  without  detriment  to  the  pablic  inter- 
ests by  a  general  law  or  under  existing  laws,  the  committee  to 
which  the  matter  is  referred  shall  report  such  general  lar,  or 
"leave  to  withdraw,"  or  "ought  not  to  pass."  [Amended

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Notice  to  Partiels  Interested. 


8.      No  legislatioD  affecting  the  rights  of  individuals  or  the 
Tights  of  a  private  or  municipal  corporation,  otherwise  than  as 
it  affects  generally  the  people  of  the  whole  Commonwealth  or 
tbe  people  of  the  city  or  town  to  which  it  specifically  applies, 
shall   be  proposed  or  introduced  except  by  a  petition,  nor  shall 
any  bill  or  resolve  embodying  such  legislation  be  reported  by  a 
committee  except  upon  a  petition  duly  referred,  nor  shall  such 
a  bill   or  resolve  be  reported  by  a  committee,  whether  on  an 
original  reference  or  on  a  recommittal  with  instructions  to  hear 
the  parties,  until  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
committee  that  proper  notice  of  the  proposed  legislation  has 
been  given  by  public  advertisement  or  otherwise  to  all  parties 
interested,  without  expense  to  the  Commonwealth,  or  until  evi- 
dence satisfactory  to  the  committee  is  produced  that  all  parties 
interested  have  in  writing  waived  notice.     A  committee  report- 
ing leave  to  withdraw  or  reference  to  the  next  General  Court 
for  want  of  proper  notice  or  of  a  waiver  thereof  shall  set  forth 
this  fact  in  its  report,  and  no  bill  or  resolve  shall  be  in  order  as 
a  substitute  for,  or  amendment  of,  such  report.     Objection  to 
the  violation  of  this  rule  may  be  taken  at  any  stage  prior  to  that 
of  the  third  reading.

9.     A  petition  for  the  incorporation  of  a  town  or  city,  or  for 
the  division  of  an  existing  town  or  city,  or  for  the  incorporation 
of  a  railroad,  street  railway,  elevated  railroad  or  canal  company, 
or  for  the  amendment,  alteration  or  extension  of  the  charter  or 
corporate   powers  or  privileges  of  any  such  company,  either 
specially  incorporated  or  oi^anized  under  general  laws,  or  for 
authority  to  take  water  for  a  water  supply,  or  relative  to  build- 
ing structures  over  navigable  or  tide  waters,  shall  be  referred 
to  the  next  General  Court,  and  not  to  a  committee,  unless  the 
petitioner  has  given  the  notice  required  by  chapter  24  of  the 
Acts  of  the  year  1885,  as  amended  by  chapter  302  of  the  Acts 
of  the  •year  1890,  or  by  other  provisions  of  law ;  but  if,  no  ob- 
jection being  raised,  such  a  petition  is  referred  to  a  committee 
without  such  required  notice,  the  committee  shall  forthwith 
report  reference  to  the  next  General  Court,  setting  forth  as  the 
reason  for  such  report  failure  to  give  the  required  notice,  unless 
evidence  satisfactory  to  the  committee  is   produced  that  all 
*  parties  interested  have  in  writing  waived  notice.     In  case  a 
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bill  or  resolve  is  reported  by  a  committee  upon  each  a  petition 
after  proof  of  siich  waiver  of  notice,  this  fact  shall  be  set  fonli 
in  the  report  of  the  committee.  When  a  report  of  refereoce  to 
the  next  General  Court  is  made  by  a  committee  on  acoonnt  of 
failure  to  give  the  required  notice,  no  bill  or  resolve  shall  l^ 
substituted  for  such  report,  nor  shall  such  report  be  recommitted 
or  referred  to  another  committee ;  but  reference  of  the  petitios 
to  the  next  General  Court  for  want  of  proper  notice  under  tliis 
rule  shall  not  affect  action  upon  any  other  measure  invoIviDg 
the  same  subject-matter.

Limit  of  Time  Allotved  for  Reports  of  Committees. 

10.  Joint  committees  shall  make  final  report  opoo  all 
matters  previously  referred  to  them,  on  or  before  the  foiiitb 
Wednesday  in  March.  All  matters  upon  which  no  report  has 
then  been  made,  shall,  on  or  before  the  following  Monday,  be 
reported  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee  on  the  part  of 
the  branch  in  which  they  were  respectively  introduced,  with  a 
recommendation  of  reference  to  the  next  General  Court  onder 
this  rule.     [Amended  Feb.  2,  1891.] 

Committees  of  Conference. 

11.  Committees  of  Conference  shall  consist  of  three  mem- 
bers on  the  part  of  each  branch,  representing  its  vote;  aod 
their  report,  if  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  each  committee,  shall 
be  made  to  the  branch  asking  the  conference,  and  may  be  either 
accepted  or  rejected,  but  no  other  action  shall  be  bad,  except 
through  a  new  committee  of  Conference.

12.  Resolutions  and  petitions,  memorials,  bills  and  resolves 
introduced  on  leave  and  all  other  subjects  of  legislation,  except 
reports  required  to  be  made  to  the  Legislature,  deposited  vitii 
the  Clerk  of  either  branch  subsequent  to  adjournment  on  the 
first  Wednesday  in  February,  shall,  when  presented,  be  referred 
to  the  next  General  Court ;  but  this  rule  shall  not  apply  to  pe- 
titions in  aid  of,  and  remonstrances  against,  legislation  alreadr 
introduced  and  pending,  nor  shall  it  apply  to  a  petition  offered 
in  place  of  a  former  one  having  in  view  the  same  object,  opoD 
which,  before  reference  to  a  committee,  leave  to  withdraw  fftf 
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given  beoanse  the  same  was  not  in  proper  form,  provided  that 
Buch  subsequent  petition  is  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  either 
branch  within  one  week  from  the  day  on  which  leave  to  with- 
draw was  given.  This  rule  shall  not  prevent  the  introduction 
of  bills,  resolves  or  resolutions,  based  upon  the  report  of  a  com- 
mittee upon  an  order  of  inquiry  offered  subsequent  to  adjourn- 
ment on  the  first  Wednesday  of  February,  provided  such  bills, 
resolves  or  resolutions  are  introduced  within  one  week  after  the 
oommittee's  report  is  submitted*  This  rule  shall  not  be  rescinded, 
amended,  or  suspended,  except  by  a  concurrent  vote  of  four-fifths 
of  the  members  of  each  branch  present  and  voting  thereon. 
[Amended  Feb.  7,  1890,  Feb.  2,  1891,  and  Feb.  7,  1898.] 

13.  In  case  the  preceding  rule  is,  on  or  before  the  first 
Wednesday  in  March,  suspended  with  reference  to  a  petition 
for  legislation,  the  petition  shall,  unless  accompanied  by  a  bill 
or  resolve  embodying  the  legislation  requested,  be  returned  to 
the  clerk  of  the  branch  in  which  it  was  presented,  and  shall 
remain  in  his  custody  until  such  bill  or  resolve  is  filed  with 
him  ;  but  if  no  such  bill  or  resolve  has  been  so  filed  previous  to 
adjournment  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  March,  he  shall 
forthwith  submit  the  petition  to  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
branch  of  which  he  is  clerk,  and  said  petition  shall,  at  the 
legislative  session  next  succeeding,  be  referred  to  the  next 
General  Court. 

Any  such  petition,  with  reference  to  which  the  preceding 
rule  is  suspended  subsequent  to  the  first  Wednesday  in  March, 
shall  be  returned  to  the  clerk  of  the  branch  in  which  it  was 
presented,  and  if  no  bill  or  resolve  is  filed  to  accompany  it 
within  one  week  from  the  day  on  which  the  rule  was  concur- 
rently suspended,  the  petition  shall  be  submitted  to  the  pre- 
siding officer  and  referred  to  the  next  General  Court,  as  above 
provided. 

This  rule  shall  not  be  rescinded,  amended  or  suspended 
except  by  a  concurrent  vot^e  of  four-fifths  of  the  members  of 
each  branch  present  and  voting  thereon.  [Adopted  Feb.  7, 
1893.] 

Bequests  for  Legislation  to  be  Deposited  mth  the  Clerks, 

14.  Petitions,  memorials,  bills  and  resolves  for  introduction 
on  leave  and  all  other  subjects  of  legislation,  and  all  resolu- 
tions and  orders  of  inquiry,  intended  for  presentation  to  the 
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General  Coart  by  any  member,  shall  be  deposited  with  the  CM 
of  the  branch  to  which  each  member  belongs,  and  shall  be  kid 
before  such  branch  not  later  than  at  the  session  of  the  fooitb 
legislatiTe  day  succeeding  the  day  on  which  the  same  h&n 
been  so  deposited.  [Adopted  Feb.  7, 1890.  Amended  Feb.  2, 
1891,  and  Feb.  7,  1893.] 

15.  The  joint  committee  on  Rules  shall  have  aathority  to 
prescribe  the  manner  and  form  of  keeping  the  dockets  of 
legislative  connsel  and  agents  which  are  required  by  kw. 
[Adopted  Feb.  2,  1891.]

Iha{e$  of  the  Clerks. 

16.  If  any  part  of  the  report  of  a  committee  over  the  sigDi- 
tore  of  the  chairman  or  members  of  the  committee  is  amended 
in  either  branch,  the  Clerk  of  that  branch  shall  endorse  upon 
the  report  such  amendment. 

17.  All  papers,  while  on  their  passage  between  the  two 
branches,  may  be  under  the  signature  of  the  respective  Ckrb, 
except  bills  and  resolves  in  their  last  stage.  Messages  maj  be 
sent  by  such  persons  as  each  branch  may  direct. 

18.  After  bills  have  passed  both  branches  to  be  engrofised, 
they  shall  be  in  the  cliarge  of  the  Clerks  of  the  two  branches, 
who  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the  CommoD- 
wealth,  to  be  engrossed  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law;  and 
when  engrossed  the  said  Clerks  sliall  forthwith  deliver  the  same 
to  the  committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives  on  Engroased 
Bills ;  and  when  the  same  have  passed  to  be  enacted  in  that 
House,  they  shall,  in  like  manner,  be  delivered  to  the  committee 
of  the  Senate  on  Engrossed  Bills. 

19.  If  any  petition,  memorial,  bill,  resolve  or  order,  pre- 
sented or  originating  in  one  branch,  is  adversely  acted  upon  Ib 
the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given,  under  the  signatoreof 
the  Clerk,  to  the  branch  in  which  the  same  originated. 

20.  The  Clerk  of  the  branch  in  which  a  bUl  originated  shall 
make  an  endorsement  thereon,  certifying  in  which  branch  the 
same  originated,  which  endorsement  shall  be  entered  on  the 
journals  by  the  Clerks  respectively.     [Amended  Jan.  28,  l^J 

I^nUng  and  Distributum  of  Documents. 

21.  The  committee  on  Printing  may  make  regulations  for 
the  distribution  of  all  documents  printed  or  assigned  for  ^ 
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use  of  the  Legislature  not  otherwise  disposed  of,  and  snoh 
regulations  shall  be  reported  to  and  be  subject  to  the  order  of 
the  two  branches. 

Under  the  general  order  to  print  a  report,  bill  or  other  dooa- 
ment,  the  number  printed  shall  be  nine  hundred. 

Leave  to  report  in  print  shall  not  be  construed  to  authorize 
the  printing  of  extended  reports  of  evidence. 

Bills,  reports  and  other  documents,  printed  under  the  general 
order  of  either  branch,  shall  be  distributed  as  follows,  to  wit :  ^- 
two  copies  to  each  member  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives (to  be  placed  on  his  file  under  the  direction  of  the 
8ergeant-at-Arms,  if  desired  by  the  member)  ;  three  copies  to 
each  Clerk  in  either  branch,  and  three  copies  to  each  reporter 
in  regular  attendance,  to  whom  a  seat  has  been  assigned  in 
either  branch  ;  twenty  copies  to  the  Executive ;  twenty  copies 
to  the  Secretary's  oflSce ;  six  copies  to  the  State  Library ;  one 
copy  to  each  Public  Library  in  the  Commonwealth,  which  shall 
make  due  application  therefor  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  and 
shall  make  proper  provision  for  the  transmission  and  preserva- 
tion thereof ;  and,  when  the  document  is  the  report  of  a  com- 
mittee, ten  copies  shall  be  assigned  to  the  committee  making 
the  report.  The  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  preserve  as  many  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  permanent  files  to  be  placed  in  the 
lobbies,  and  distribute  the  remainder  under  such  regulations  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  said  joint  committee.  [Amended  Jan.  8,

22.  Bills,  resolves  and  other  papers  requiring  the  approval 
of  the  Governor  shall  be  laid  before  him  for  his  approbation  by 
the  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  who  shall  enter  upon  the  journal  of 
the  Senate  the  day  on  which  the  same  were  so  laid  before  the 

Grovernor.     [Amended  Jan.  28,  1889.]

Constitutional  Amendments, 

23.  All  resolves  proposing  amendments  to  the  Constitution 
shall  have  three  several  readings  in  each  branch,  and  the  ques- 
tion upon  agreeing  to  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  shall 
be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays.     [Amended  Jan.  28,  1889.] 

Joint  GonvenHans. 

24.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall  preside  in  Conven- 
tions  of  the  two  branches,  and  such  Conventions  shall  be  holden 
in  the  Representatives'  Chamber ;  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall 
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be  Clerk  of  the  Convention,  and  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  Convention  shall  be  entered  at  large  on  the  jonmals  of  both 
branches. 

25.  When  an  agreement  has  been  made  by  the  two  braDches 
to  go  into  Convention,  sach  agreement  shall  not  be  altered  or 
annalled,  except  bj  concarrent  vote. 

26.  No  business  shall  be  entered  on,  in  Convention,  other 
than  that  which  may  be  agreed  on  before  the  Convention  is 
formed. 

Joint  Elections. 

27.  In  all  elections  by  joint  ballot  a  time  shall  be  assigned 
therefor  at  least  one  day  previous  to  such  election. 

Elections  of  United  States  Senators. 

28.  The  joint  assembly  required  to  be  held  by  the  statotee 
of  the  United  States,  relating  to  the  elections  for  Senators  in 
Congress,  shall  be  deemed  a  Convention  of  the  two  brancbes, 
and  the  proceedings  therein  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  said  statutes.  The  President  of  the  ConventioD 
shall  receive  no  motion  on  any  day  until  one  vote  for  Senator 
has  been  taken.  After  one  vote  for  Senator  has  been  taken, 
no  motion  shall  be  in  order  except  a  motion  to  adjonrn,  for  a 
recess,  or  to  proceed  to  vote  for  Senator ;  and  these  motions 
shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  of  their  arrangement,  and 
shall  be  decided  without  debate.  If  a  motion  is  made  fors 
recess,  and  different  times  are  proposed,  the  question  shall  firet 
be  taken  on  the  most  remote  time  ;  and  the  time  shall  be  deter- 
mined, but  without  debate,  before  the  question  is  pat  upon 
taking  the  recess.  On  either  of  the  questions  permitted  by 
this  rule,  the  sense  of  the  Convention  shall  be  taken  by  jeu 
and  nays,  whenever  required  by  one-fifth  of  the  members  pres- 
ent. When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  taken,  the  roll  of  the  Con- 
vention shall  be  called  in  alphabetical  order ;  and  no  member 
shall  be  allowed  to  vote  who  was  not  on  the  floor  when  his  name 
was  called  or  before  the  roll-call  was  finished.  The  call  for  the 
yeas  and  nays  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

29.  Any  joint  rule,  except  the  twelfth  and  thirteenth,  maj 
be  altered,  suspended,  or  rescinded,  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  in  each  branch  consenting  thereto.  [Amended  Feb.  '*
